A declaration form, printed else- 
where in this edition, should be 
clipped and filled out in advance 
to expedite registration. In de- 
claring canned goods, one should 
count not only cans, but all com- 
mercially sealed bottles and jars 
of eight ounces or more, products 
including fruits and vegetables and 
their juices, soups, chili sauce and 
catsup. Not to be included are 
canned olives, canned meat and 
fish, pickles, relish, jellies, jams 
and preserves, spaghetti, macaroni 
and noodles or home-canned foods. 

One adut member may register 
for the entire family, including 
all persons related by blood, mar- 
riage and adoption. <A separate 
declaration should be made for 
boarders and servants who live 
and take all their meals on the 
place, but the family representa- 
tive may register for servants un- 
able to register in person. 


Old Book Necessary. 


To register for Ration Book No. 
2, one should take the filled-out 
declaration form, together with all 
sugar ration books in the family, 
to the nearest public elementary 
school. The new ration book will 
be clipped by the registrar, one 
eight-point stamp being deducted 
for each can in excess of the five- 
can limit, and one coffee coupon 
being abstracted for each pound in 
excess of the one-pound allowance.

Back From Tour of War Areas, 
He Says Troops Are 
Adequately Supplied. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Back from a tour of the world’s 
combat fronts, Lieut. Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, commander of the Serv- 
ices of Supply, asserted today that 
the war has become primarily one 
of transportation and supply lines. 

He expressed confidence in con- 
tinued successful movement of 
supplies. Eight tons of shipping 
are required, he said, to move each 
soldier to a fighting front and 
keep him supplied for 60 days. 

Gen, Somervell, whose tour took 
him to Africa with President 
Roosevelt for the Casablanca con- 
ference, to the Middle East, India 
and Burma, said there was no lack 
of supplies at any of these points. 
“Everybody had plenty of food, 
plenty of clothing and all the am- 
munition he could shoot,” he said.

base of Tebessa in mountain passes 
near Sbeitla and Kasserine. 

Gen. Sir Harold Alexander, guid- 
ing genius of the British Eighth 
Army’s unparalleled 1600-mile ad- 
vance from the approaches to Alex- 
andria to the outposts of the 
Mareth line, took personal com- 
mand of all Allied ground forces 
in Tunisia under Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, He started organiza- 


tion of the supreme offensive to 
throw the quarter million Axis 
troops into the Mediterranean. 

Allied forces in forward positions 
of the Ousseltia valley below 
Robaa weré withdrawn from the 
eastern to a western line of hills, 
because their position became un- 
tenable after the Americans were 
forced back farther south. 

The British Eighth Army shelled 
German -positions before the 
Mareth line in the Medenine area 
and were in contact with the 
enemy there. British patrols sparred 
with the foe 30 miles south in 
the Foum Tatahouine area. Dust 
storms hampered this powerful 
Allied arm some 65 miles inside 
Southern Tunisia from Libya. 

(A Reuters correspondent with 
the Eighth Army reported that 
British troops threw Axis forces 
off Djerba Island, in the Gulf of 
Gabes, in the curve of the Tunis- 
ian shore just above the Mareth 
line. This occupation throws a

President’s Citation of Capt. Swen- 
son’s Heroism Says His Daring 
Blocked Enemy’s Purpose.

Gen. Sherman Knocked Out 4 of Enemy’s 
Mark IVs Before It Was Set Afire 
in Tunisia Retreat:

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN SOUTHERN TUNISIA, Feb. 16 
(Delayed) (AP). — A lone Gen. 


Sherman tank boldly took on a 
last-ditch, running fight with 10 
German tanks in order to save an 
American column of light vehicles 
from destruction, and destroyed 
four Mark IVs before the crew 
was forced to leave their own 
shell-riddied and flaming tank. 

Their act which, in one soldier’s 
estimate, saved 300 American lives, 
was hailed by officers and men 
alike as one of the most gallant 
engagements of the African war. 

The tank which single-handed 
fought a German column, including 
one giant 52-ton Mark VI to a 
standstill, was named “The Texas,” 
and the battle it put up against 
hopeless odds was a little Alamo 
—but with every American emerg- 
ing alive. 

The action took place Feb, 14 
when American forces, outnum- 
bered more than two to one, 
tangled with more than 100, Ger- 
man tanks in the greatest battle 
of its kind in Tunisia. 

The United States tank forces 
suffered severe losses in both men 
and equipment, but inflicted equal 
or greater damage on the German 


| foe, 


and kept the Nazis from 
spreading through the entire Faid 
Valley. 

The commander of the embat- 
tled “Texas” is Lieut, Col. Louis 
V. Hightower, 34 years old, of 
Winnsboro, Tex., whose wife lives 
at Allentown, Penn. Hightower, 
who would rather fight than talk 


about it, had to be questioned over 


a two-hour period before he would 
give details of the battle. 

“The credit for the score we 
chalked up belongs to our gunner, 
Corp. Austin H. Bayer of Laporte, 
Ind.,” he said. “We pulled out 
about 7 o’clock that morning while 
about 30 tanks were attacking us 
at a hill called Djebel Lessouda 
not far from Faid. 


“When we got there, 15 Mark 
IV’s were ahead of us and 22 
more on the crest to the left. 


“We sat there and shot at them, 
knocking out about five or six 
while losing three ourselves. Then 
the 22 tanks came over the hill 
toward us and turned out to be 
50, including at least four of their 
giant Mark VI's which so far as 
I know have never been in action 
on any other front before. 


“We drew back to cover as they

Casualties Now 


Total 65,380 


Combined Lists In- 
clude 10,150 Dead, 
10,959 Wounded. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. (AP)— 
The Office of War Information re- 
ported today that announced _ cas- 
ualties of the armed forces have 
reached a total of 65,380 killed, 
wounded, taken prisoner, missing 


and interned in neutral countries. 

The combined total for all the 
armed forces was reported as 10,- 
150 dead; 10,959 wounded, and 44,- 
181 missing, plus 90 interned. The 
Army list was complete through 
Feb. 7 and the Navy list up to 
Feb. 19, but the Navy totals in- 
cluded only casualties whose next 
of kin have received notification. 

(These figures represent an in- 
crease of 4254 over the total casual- 
ties reported by the OWI Jan. 6, 
including 1619 additional dead, 3570 
additional wounded and 1441 addi- 
tional missing.) 

Army casualties after 14 months 
of war were 41,948, of which 3,533 
were killed and 6,509 wounded, 
there were 25,684 missing, 6,132 
prisoners of war and 90 internees. 
Of the wounded, 743 have returned 
to active duty. 

The Army’s casualty toll includes 
12,500 Philippine Scouts, most of 
whom were assumed to be prison- 
ers of war.

“T was going along the side of 
a cliff in the jungle,” he said, 
“when I noticed a movement in 
the bushes. I crawled up quietly 
to within 20 feet of the place and 
yelled: ‘Get the hell outa there.’ 


“A Jap stuck his head up. He|gaving 


had a look of surprise when I shot 
him dead.” 

Simpson shouted again: “Any 
more there?” 

Hearing no reply, he pulled the 
pin from a grenade, counted up to 
four so no Japanese could possibly 
toss it back at him, and threw it 
into a cave behind the bush. 

Inside the cave Simpson said he 
found the mangled bodies of two 
Japanese—one a Major. 

On his return to camp, the bat- 
talion commander smilingly repri- 
manded him for “free lancing.” 
The mess sergeant “gave me hell 
for slipping off but promised me 
he wouldn’t have me locked up,” 
Simpson added. 

He could not sleep last night.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN SOUTHERN TUNISIA, Feb. 16 
(Delayed) (AP). — A lone Gen. 
Sherman tank boldly took on a 
last-ditch, running fight with 10 
German tanks in order to save an 
American column of light vehicles 
from destruction, and destroyed 
four Mark IVs before the crew 
was forced to leave their own 
shell-riddled and flaming tank. 

Their act which, in one soldier’s 
estimate, saved 300 American lives, 
was hailed by officers and men 


alike as one of the most gallant 
engagements of the African war. 

The tank which single-handed 
fought a German column, including 
one giant 52-ton Mark VI to a 
standstill, was named “The Texas,” 
and the battle it put up against 
hopeless odds was a little Alamo 
—but with every American emerg- 
ing alive. 

The action took place Feb. 14 
when American forces, outnum- 
bered more than. two to one, 
tangled with more than 100 Ger- 
man tanks in the greatest battle 
of its kind in Tunisia. 

The United States tank forces 
suffered severe losses in both men 
and equipment, but inflicted equal 
or greater damage on the German 
foe, and kept the Nazis from 
spreading through the entire Faid 
Valley.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb, 20 (AP).— 
Gen, Jean Marie Bergeret, deputy 
French civil and military com- 
mander-in-chief, announced tonight 
that 5000 political prisoners still in- 
terned in French North Africa 
would be released or repatriated 
within two months. 

“No De Gaullists are now held 
in the camps,” he said, “all have 
been given their liberty. There 
were about 20 of them.” 

Bergeret, wearing the blue three- 
star uniform of an aviation gen- 
eral, held a press conference for 
American and British correspond- 
ents to report on measures under 
taken by Gen. Henri Giraud’s 
government and the _ Interallied 
Commission for Political Prisoners. 

Of the 7000 persons interned 
when the Allies landed in North 
Africa last November, 200 French 
nationals and ~bout 1100 foreigners 
have been freed, he said. 

At present there are 3000 Spanish 
republican refugees in the camps. 

“The commission has decided to 
allow all those approved by the 
Allied military securities service to 
accept work in army labor units 
under the same conditions as 
French citizens,” he said. “They 
will be free also to accept work in 
private economic pursuits.” 

The general disclosed there were 
28 nationalities interned, including 
Belgians, Russians, Czechs and 
Poles whose governments have 
been notified they must assume re- 
sponsibility for the disposition of 
their nationals.

20 on Army Plane Missing 16 Days 
In Canadian Wilds Alive and Well 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP).— 
An Army transport plane with 20 
persons aboard, missing since Feb. 
4, has been found in “a Canadian 
wilderness area” with all passen- 
gers and crew members alive and 
well, the War Department reported 
today. 

The department said the pilot 
made a successful forced landing 


due to bad weather. The only dam- 


age was to one of the plane’s wing- 
tips. 

Food and equipment, including 
ski landing gear, have been 
dropped to the crew which plans 
to drag a runway and fly the ship 
out under its own power.

LONDON, Feb. 20 (AP). — Fol- 
lowing announcement of a second 
successive night raid on Wilhelms- 
haven, the Air Ministry news serv- 
ice said today that the main muni- 
tions depot at that German naval 
base was blown up by British 
bombers on Feb. 11. 

Veteran bomber crews in the 
Feb. 11 raid had reported an ex- 
plosion far greater than any they 
had ever seen before, lighting up 
the clouds for miles around. 

The munitions depot was com- 


posed of 50 long sheds in parallel 
rows containing mine materials, 
depth charges and naval muniticns. 

In one shattering instant at least 
40 of the buildings disappeared, 
leaving craters far larger than 
those made by the heaviest aerial 
bombs, the Ministry said. 

The blast devastated 150 acres 
and large oil storage tanks 700 
yards from the depot collapsed 
from the ooncussion, the annournce- 
ment said, 

The Ministry said the blast must 
have shaken foundations in great 
areas in Wilhelmshaven and 
broken “almost every pane of glass 
that was left In the town.” 

$0-Minute Attack. 

Over the U-boat and ship build- 
ing center of Wilhelmshaven last 
night, Royal Air Force and Cana- 
dian bombers concentrated their 
attack into a 30-minute saturation 
raid. 

The bright night brought out 
strong fighter opposition on this 
and companion raids on western 
Germany but ground defenses at 
Wilhelmshaven were reported com- 
paratively feeble—apparently be- 
cause 2f the blasting they took on 
the preceding night. 

Eleven bombers were lost and 
one enemy fighter was destroyed. 
One Halifax bomber pilot said, 
“There seemed to be bombers 
wherever you leoked and fighters 
weaving here and there among 
them.” 

He said brisk fires were still 
burning in the dock area from the 
night before as the new cargo of 
2-ton blockbusters and incendiaries 
spread fresh destruction. 

Raid Classed as Heavy. 

The Canadian squadrons joining 
forces with the R. A. F. included 
Wellington bombers from the new- 
ly christened Lion squadron and 
other night planes. The Canadians 
described their own force as 
“large” and the raid was officia‘ly 
classed by thé R. A. F.. as “heavy,” 
meaning that probably several) 
hundred planes coursed over Wil- 
helmshaven in half an hour, snuff- 
ing out the remaining defenses in 
masses of flame. 

It was Wilhelmshaven’s seventy- 
second raid and the bomber com- 
mand's thirteenth night attack on 
Germany proper in the last 19 
days 


Taking part in what the Air 
Ministry described as their “first 
substantial bombing operation,” 
bombers of the Army co-operation 
command meantime attacked the 
German-controlled electric power 
system in France, concentrating on 
transformer stations along the 
Loire River. 

Expert navigation was required 
to sort out these camouflaged tar- 
gets which are frequently no larger 
than 20 to 300 square yards and 
far from cities which could serve 
as landmarks. | 

Huge Electric Flashes, 


Flyirg at the “lowest safe 
height,” the crews of the co-opera- 
tion command planes—three of 
which are missing—saw their 
bombs crash home to the accom- 
paniment of huge blue-green elec- 
tric flashes. 

By German account, high explo- 
sive and incendiary bombs were 
dropped on western and north- 
western Germany, nine raiders 
were shot down, and 36 persons 
killed and a great number injured 
by R. A. F. raids over occupied 
territories in the 48 hours up to 
this morning.

The enemy made 
some small gains in the initial 
fighting, but by night the Yanks 
were back at their original posi- 
tions. and the enemy had turned 
tail toward the town of Kasserine. 

Stragglers Reach Safety. 

Additional information from the 
front indicated, meanwhile, that 
earlier estimates of American 
equipment losses in the heavy 
fighting now ended might be re- 
duced as much as a third, For ex- 
ample, it developed that one unit 
of American tanks previously be- 
lieved lost had in fact fought its 
way back. 

(The Germans claimed they had 
captured nearly 3000 prisoners dur- 
ing the week, mostly Americans, 
and destroyed or captured 125 
heavy tanks, 50 big guns and 40 
armored cars.) 

Fresh supplies and equipment 
have been sent to the Americans in 
the mountains near the Algerian 
border of Central Tunisia. The 
poor communications in this re- 
gion slowed the reorganization and 
probably will delay the coming 
Allied assault, 

The loss of tanks, guns and 
trucks was viewed more seriously 
than the abandonment of 4000 
square miles of Central Tunisia to 
Rommel’s numerically superior 
troops.

Nazis Gain Time. 


It is certain to take weeks to 
gather new striking force and un- 
less the British Eighth Army can 
smash Rommel in the south with a 
swift decisive blow, it will take 
many weeks—and possibly months 
—to oust the Germans from Africa. 

Every day that Rommel and Col. 
Gen. Jurgen von Arnim stay in 
Africa, they are buying time for 
the Nazis to prepare defenses in 
Southern Europe and recover from 
the shock of reverses in Russia.

GANDHI FAIL; 
GROWS WORSE 


British Say Responsibility for His Hunger 
Strike Rests Solely With Him—Resolution 
Sent to Churchill. 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 20 (AP)— 
The British Government today re- 
iterated its position that the re- 
sponsibility for Mohandas K, Gand- 
hi’s hunger strike rested solely 
with him and that any decision to 
end it must be made by the Indian 
Nationalist leader himself. 

As the 73-year-old Gandhi com- 
pleted the eleventh day of his 21- 


day fast in the guarded palace of 
the Aga Khan at Poona, the Gov- 
ernment issued a communique in 
Bombay saying that his condition 
had changed considerably for the 
worse and was regarded as grave. 

The secretary to Viceroy Lord 
Linlithgow pointed out in a letter 
to Tejbahadur Sapru, Moderate 
leader, that the Government had 
_ forth its position clearly Feb. 

Sapru is chairman of 200 Indian 
political leaders assembled here to 
seek Gandhi’s unconditional re- 
lease immediately. 

When Gandhi began his fast 
Feb. 10 in protest over the Vice- 
roy’s refusal to release him, the 
Government said it was prepared 
to liberate him for the fast so 
that he might “have his own med- 
ical attendants and also receive 
visits from friends.” 

“If he fasta while in detention 
he does so solely on his own re- 


sponsibility and at his own risk,” 
the Government said. 
The conference of leaders also 


decided today to send resolutions 
demanding the “immediate and un- 
conditional” release of Gandhi to 
Prime Minister Churchill and Wil- 
liam Phillips, United States Am- 
bassador to India. Sapru conferred 
with Phillips before the meeting. 


(In Washington, Secretary of 
State Hull conferred with British 
Ambassador Lord Halifax and ex- 
pressed American concern over the 
situation in India, but correspond- 
ents were given to understand 
that it in no way meant American 
intervention.)

Germans executed seven Czech 
farmers for concealing grain and 
meat stocks, the Czech Govern- 
ment in Exile announced tonight, 
and arrested scores of others for 
refusing to surrender foodstuffs. 

A Czech Government spokesman 
broadcast a long list of persons 
and officials who, he said, will be 
held respgnsibie for the fresh Ger- 
man outrages. Hitler and all rep- 
resentatives of the German occu- 
pation government in Czechoslo- 
vakia were included, along with 
officials of the administrative po- 
lice, judges, military leaders and 
Czech traitors. 

The spokesman said the govern- 
ment was determined “to punish 
even persons who bear the most 
distant share of the guilt.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 20 (AP).—

neutral governments be authorized 
to handle food relief among Ger- 
man-occupied democracies on the 
same basis as in Greece. 

The former President, who head- 
ed food relief distribution 
and after the last war, said fn an 
address at a Carnegie Halil meet- 
ing on food for children in Europe, 
that such a program could work 
without depleting Allied shipping, 
depriving the Allies of food or 
burdening the American taxpayer. 

Hoover pointed out that food 
had been moving through the Axis 
blockade to Greece for more than 
nine months and was distributed 


under supervision of the neutral 
governments. 


“The amount ‘s inadequate but 
it is saving thousands of Greek 
lives,” he said. “Our Government 
now certifies that the operation 
is successful and that tke Ger- 
mans receive no advantage from 
2.” 

“The Swedes,” he asserted, “have 
idle ships that they will not risk 
in belligerent service. They are, 
however, ready to charter them 
for use in humanitarian service. 

“Thus the question of depleting 
Allied shipping does not arise. 
There is ample food in South Amer- 
ica which cannot be transported 
by the Allies and therefore there 
need be no deprival of food to the 
Allies, including the United States.”

Public Loan Corporation, which 
managed to squeeze a $13,000 
profit out of the business of lend- 
ing $4,000,000 in 1941 to borrowers 
who paid 30 and 36 per cent an- 
nual interest, is the poor stepchild 
in its family of small-loan corpor- 
ations. 

Its rich stepfather, American 
Investment Co. toils not, neither 
does it spin, nor lend money to the 
public, but its 1941 profits were a 
handsome $1,443,221, derived from 
the 38 million dollars its subsidi- 
aries, Public Loan and two others, 
lent to customers whose average 
incomes were $147 a month. 

These are some of the figures 
® which have come to light in con- 
sequence of the fight being made 
i by State Representative Raymond 

Lahey of St. Louis to halve the 
present maximum loan interest 
rates of 3 per cent a month on 
loans of $100 or less and 2% per 
cent a month on loans of more 


than $100. 
Contrast. 

Public Loan »vaid its president 
but $3093 in 1941, and its exccutive 
vice-president, $2174. American 
Investment, however, paid _ its 
president, in salary and dividends, 
$150,000, and its executive vice- 
president, $70,000. 

Top officers of both companies, 
however, are the same. Donald 
L. Barnes is president of both 
American Investment and Public 
Loan, and David B. Lichtenstein is 
executive vice-president of both 
firms. Barnes is also president of 
t+. St. Louis Browns Baseball 
Club. Lichtenstein is also chief of 
the small-loan lobby at the Legis- 
lature which has been attempting 
ito prove, by the figures of Public 
Loan and other operating com- 
panies, that the business can't sur- 
vive a lower interest rate. 

American Investment, however, 
which doesn’t have to report to the 
State Fin-nce Commissioner, the 
State official charged with regula- 
tion of small-ioan companies, has 
been doing pretty weil. So well 
that in the last seven years it has 
ibeen able to declare three stock 
dividends, one of 33 per cent, one 

75 »er cent and one of 200 per 
rent, in addition to regular cash 
fividend. 

One Grows to Seven. 

This means that an investor who 
had one share of American Invest- 
ment common stock in 1936 and 
left it undisturbed in his safe de- 
mposit box would now find himself 
Mithe owner of seven shares. Last 
wear’s dividend payment of 70 
ents a skere would then be the 
uivalent of $4.90 a share on the 
origina] stock, which sold in 1936 

a peak of $31 a share. 

One way in which American In- 
estment has grown rich hu3 been 
by lending money to Public Loan 
t 8 per cent a year while other 
major small-loan organizations 
hich compete with Public Loan 
borrow their money at 1% per 

nt a year to 3 per cent a year,

Contrast in Offices. 

Public Loan’s status as a poor 
relation in the American Invest- 
ment family is made conspicuous 
by the contrast between their ad- 
sining offices on the eleventh 
floor of the Ambassador Building. 

Public Loan, where the borrow- 
rs go to pay their installments, 
has a barren room, uncarpeted, un- 
adorned, with a row of uncush- 
joned chairs about the walls, fac- 
ng an array of tellers’ cages, be- 
hind which adding machines and 
ypewriters hum unceasingly. 

Across the hall are the luxurious 
executive offices of American In- 
vestment. Walls of paneled wood 
have acquired a soft patina which 
reflects the subdued rays from in- 
direct liehting fixtures.

Dr. Gray, a physician, said the 
committee’s approval of the legisla- 
tion, which is bitterly opposed by 
medical men and hospital officials 
as a threat to public health, was a 
foregone conclusion, however, be- 
cause the osteopaths had received 
all the “breaks” in selection of the 
committee’s personnel by Spesker 
Howard Elliott of St. Louis County. 

When the committee went into 
executive session following a long 
public hearing on the bill, he seid 
attempts to discuss the merits of 
the measure were shouted down by 
certain members, who demanded 
an immediate vote be taken to re- 
port the bi'!l with a recommenda- 
tion for passage. 

Other efforts to postpone action 
for a week to give the committee 
time to study, evidence and testi- 
mony presented at the hearing were 
also opposed, and the bill was 
then approved by a vote of 11 to 
7, he said. 

In relating some of the circum- 
stances in connection with the ap- 
pointment of the committee, Dr. 
Gray related that last summer he 
wrote to Elliott asking for appoint- 
ment as chairman of the Public 
Health Committee if the St. Louis 
County legislator was elected 
Speaker. He said Elliott replied 
by letter that he intended, if elect- 
ed, to give Dr. Gray the post.

| Ft. Wood Rangers Raid ‘Nazi Town’ 
In Mock Attack Under Real Gunfire 


School Graduates Advance Through Barbed 
Wire, Ditches With Machine-Gun Bullets 
Only 30 Inches Overhead. 


Crack Ranger troops penetrated 
lines of tangled barbed wire and 
crawled through ditches with real 
bullets whistling over their heads 
to storm a “Nazi village” as the 
concluding feature of graduation 
exercises at Fort Leonard Wood 
yesterday afterncon. 

The troops are members of the 
first Ranger class patterned after 
British Commandos to be gradu- 
ated at Fort Wood. The men, 
picked for their stamina and ag- 
gressive battle tactics, will be as- 
signed as instructors for other 
such classes. 

The “Nazi” 
of a small German town, was 
built by Army engineers. Its 
houses and stores were generously 
plastered with pictures of Hitler 
and there was a statue of him in 
the town square. Effigies cf Ger- 
man soldiers were placed in door- 
ways and windows of the houses

and wcre moved by ropes which 
operated by men in the basements 
of the buildings. 


Streets of the village were mined 
with “live” booby traps, and the 
entrance of the town was barri- 
caded with a tank block, which 
had to be destroyed by the ad- 
vancing Rangers. As one group 
advanced, another would “cover” 
the advance with machine gun 
fire, shooting on!y about 30 inches 
over the heads of their comrades. 


The storming of the village was 
one of a series of maneuvers the 
graduating Rangers went through 
for visiting officers of other mili- 
tary units.

12-Hour Shifts 


In Front Lines Hospital in Tunisia 


Correspondent Visits Unit as Casualties Flow 
Back From Battlefield, Reports Staff 
Doing Efficient Job. 


By RUTH COWAN 
AT A FRONT LINES EVAC- 
UATION HOSPITAL IN TUNE- 
SIA, Feb. 18 (Delayed) (AP)+-The 
people back home can be grateful 
and proud of the magnificent job 
Army nurses are doing on this bat- 


tlefront, 

I am staying with a unit of 
nurses attached to an evacuation 
hospital which overnight has be- 
come the hospital closest to the 
fighting in this region. 

All night long nurses are getting 
up—nurses who already had put 
in a day of from 12 to 14 hours— 
to go to the operating room, some 
to work until almost morning. 

The withdrawal of American 
forces in this area forced removal 
of the surgical hospital up ahead. 

“We are now in a front lines 
hospital,” said Miss Frances Coble, 
of Punxsutawney, Pa., assistant 
chief nurse. 

Air Transport for Wounded. 

As we approached this hospital, 
we passed ambulance after ambu- 
lance bearing wounded back to an 
airfield to be flown to station hos- 
pitals several hundred miles back. 
On the hospital grounds large 
trucks were being commandeered 
to take medical cases to another 
site to make room for battle cas- 
ualties. 

The evacuation hospital is situ- 
ated in a valley high in the North 
African mountains. It is out in the 
open, marked with a white cross 
of 42 sheets spread on a field and 
held in place by rocks. 

“So far the sancitity of the hos- 
pital has been respected by the 
enemy,” said Miss Edith Frew, 
Long Island, N. Y., the chief nurse. 

German planes sometimes are 
seen flying high overhead. I saw 
a burst of anti-aircraft fire mark- 
ing the presence of one. 

Missouri Commander. 

Although the hospital is a very 
busy place, there is no. confusion. 
Col. Richard T. Arnest, Richmond, 
Va., is in charge of medical opera- 
tions in this area, and the com- 


manding officer is Lieut. Col. Wil- 
liam E. Stone, Boonville, Mo. 

The hospital has excellent X-ray 
and other equipment. 

All of the staff doctors and 
nurses are volunteers, many from 
Roosevelt Hospital, New York. 

I went into one of the operating 
tents where three operations were 
going on at the same time, It was 
nearing midnight, and the sur 
geons and nurses had been work- 
ing all day. 

Even my unpracticed eye recog- 
nized the skill and care with which 
Dr. David Weeks, New York, set 
the fractured leg of a French sol- 
dier. The operation took several 
hours as it was necessary to give 
blood transfusions. At one time 
there were four doctors, three 
nurses and a sergeant trained as 
a doctor’s aid working on the pa- 
tient. 


I never thought women could 
live a life so hard as that of these 
nurses, but in the faces is calm- 
ness and in their eyes the light 
that comes of satisfaction in doing 
a good job. 

“Don’t you want to go home?” 
I asked several. 

“Yes, of course,” they replied, 
“but not until this job is done.” 
Cold Weather. 

“It is bitterly cold and some of 
the girls have small oil stoves in 
their tents. Others do not. Two 
nurses live in each tent, sleeping 
on Army cots. Fortunately there 
are plenty of blankets. Some saved 
scraps of wood from packing cases 
and used it for flooring in their 
tents. Others have native grass 

mats on the ground. 

Steel helmets come in handy as 
wash basins. Water for bathing

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and laundering clothes is heated 
in discarded biscuit tifis on the oil 
stoves. No ironing is done. The 
nurses in the operating rooms still 
wear white hose; shoes and aprons. 


On duty they wear blue seer- 
sucker uniforms, topped with blue 
wool sweaters. They brought a 
large supply of cosmetics, and they 
take turns setting waves in one 
another’s hair. Frances Kerin, 
New Britain, Conn., admitted she 
had brought a blue evening gown. 

The day shift is from 7 a. m. 
to 7 p. m. and the night shift 
works the other 12 hours. Shifts 
change every two weeks. Every 
third day a nurse on the day shift 
gets three hours off during the 
day because she is subject to calls 
during the night. Nurses get half 
a day off each week and on Sun- 
day. 

There are no movies, and only 
a few books and magazines. Black-

Cut in Two by Collision, Gets Home 


Nazi Plane Falls After Crash—-Expert Says 
Figures Show Bomber Hit Like That 
Can’t Fly, but It Did. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb. 20 (AP).— 
A Flying Fortress survived a col- 
lision with a Messerschmitt 109 
which ripped the iuselage almost 
in half, from the top turret to the 
floor, about 30 feet from the tail 
and brought its crew safely back 
to its base in one of the most 
amazing exploits of the war, it 
was revealed today. 

The tail gunner, 25-year-old Sam 
Sarpolus of St. Clair, Mich., stayed 
at his guns until the bomber was 
out of the fighter zone, although 
the plane threatened to break in 
two at any moment. 

He told how the pilot, Lieut. 
Kenneth Braggs of Savannah, Ga., 
brought the craft home safely. 

“The Messerschmitt came at us 
head-on and the bombardier ap- 
parently killed the German pilot 
with a burst from his 50 caliber 
gun,” Sarpolus said. 

“The Messerschmitt just scraped 
the top turret, then its wing cut 


into the fuselage, scraping off the 
top for 10 feet, then biting in 
downward clear to the floor of the 


‘Fortress before snapping off. 


“T saw the Messerschmitt falling 
without a wing after hearing a big 
bump. I crawled back and saw 
that a plece of the Messerschmitt’s 
wing was imbedded in the plane. 

“I did not see anyone bailing out 
and I did not want to be the first 
so I went back to my post.” 


Lieut. Braggs inspected the dam- 
age and decided to try to bring the 
crippled craft back to the field. 

Although the whole tail was 
wobbling as if made of rubber, he 
brought the plane in for a perfect 
landing. 

An aircraft expert from the 
company which manufactures the 
plane inspected it and remarked: 
“According to our figures, a ship 
hit like that can’t fly.” 

The next day when someone 
opened the door, the whole fuselage 
broke in half. 


BRAZIL REPORTS NAZI PLOT 
TO BLOW UP BRITISH SHIPS 


SAO PAULO, Brazil, Feb. 20 
(AP).—A plan to blow up British 
ships at Port Santos with time 
bombs more than a year ago was 
uncovered during a roundup of 
Axis spies, Sao Paulo police de- 
clared today. 

A police statement said that 
Hans Ulrich Uebele, son of the 
German consul at Santos, and Hen- 
drick Beinrouth, secretary of that 
consulate, plotted with Niels Chris- 
tensen, one of the ringleaders in 
espionage, and that the German 
admiralty at Hamburg had agreed 
to pay $10,000 for each ship sunk. 

The police quoted Btinrouth as 
saying some seamen aboard the 
British ships Pardo, Delane, and 
Andalucia Star had agreed to 
place time-bombs for high pay, but 
that the German embassy at Rio 
de Janeiro issued orders against 
carrying out the plan, Just when 
the explosions weer supposed to 
have been carried out was not 
stated, but the German embassy 
at Rio stopped operations with the 
rupture of relations by Brazil Jan. 
28, 1942.

After reporting that Federal de- 
partments have been slow to plan

Then, with apparent reference to 
complaints of overstaffing and du- 
plication of effort, it said: 

“If this is further accompanied 
by a resolute effort by the agen- 
cies themselves to prevent over- 
lapping of functions and to sus- 
pend those activities unncessary to 
the war effort, additions to the uni- 
formed services will be greater 
still.” 


Under the present system, re- 
quests for deferment have been 
submitted by the agencies to the 
President for approval. 

The committee found that less 
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than 2 per cent of the Government 
employes have thus far been de- 
ferred on occupational grounds, 
while 26 per cent of the male em- 
ployes of draft age have entered 
the armed forces. 


The committee reported a “tre- 
mendous turnover” in Federal 
personnel, adding that two million 
persons. were hired last year to 
increase the staff by one million. 

“This causes a wastage of man 
power,” the report said, “in that 
it requires a personnel staff much 
larger than is normally necessary; 
demands in the Civil Service Com- 
mission an enlarged staff for re- 
cruitments; calls for additional 
training staffs, and absorbs a large 
share of the productive time of 
supervisory executives in break- 
ing in new employes.” 

The committee said this 100 per 
cent labor turnover “is a serious 
reflection upon the adequacy of 
the personnel and management 
policy of the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 


ARGENTINA TO STAY NEUTRAL, 
PRESIDENT CASTILLO PREDICTS 


BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 20 (AP). 
—President Ramon S. CaStillo said 
in an interview today that Argen- 
tina would continue to remain 
neutral in the world struggle dur- 
ing the remaining year of his ad- 
ministration and later as well in 
the event of the election of Senate 
President Robustiano Patron Cos- 
ta, whom he has indorsed as his 
successor. 

“The Government’s position has 
not changed,” Castillo said when 
asked whether recent international 
events had affected Argentine pol- 
icy. 

“Argentina will maintain its neu- 
trality policy, which, however, does 
not exclude the active and effec- 
tive co-operation which it is at the 
present moment extending to other 
nations of the American conti- 
nent,” he said. |

WITHIN 36 MILES 
OF DNIEPER BEND 
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rolled forward, capturing “a num- 
ber” of populated places and huge 
quantities of war material, includ- 
ing 600 trucks, 48 locomotives, 
8984 railway cars loaded with 
grain, 106 wagons with ammuni- 
tion, German planes parked on 
airdromes, the midnight communi- 
que declared. 

Southwest of Voroshilovgrad, it 
continued, the Russians smashed 
back tank-supported counterat- 
tacks, and one unit killed 400 Ger- 
mans. 

By taking Pavlograd, the Rus- 
ians were only 20 miles north of 
Sinelnikovo, a rail junction whose 
seizure would cut escape by rail 
for thousands of German troops 
fleeing out of the Donets Basin via 
Stalino. Capture of Sinelnikovo 
also would sever the only railroad 
into the Crimea, except for a 
branch line connection to the west 
which makes a junction with the 
Crimea line at Zaporozhe. 


Zaporozhe, big German base on 
the Dnieper below Dnieperope- 
trovsk, is 40 miles below Sinelni- 
kovo. Melitopol, near the Sea of 
Azoy on the railway running. down 
into the Crimea, is 100 miles be- 
low Pavlograd, and it is the fina! 
railway escape avenue left to the 
Germans in the Donets Basin@more 
than 100 miles to the east. A 
branch line leads east from Meli- 
topol. 

Other Russian units above Sta- 
lino, 100 miles east of Pavlograd, 
already are trying to close a 70- 
mile-wide eéscape gap. 


The occupation of Krasnograd, 
60 miles northwest of Pavlograd, 
put Gen. Nikolai Vatutin’s army 
only 40 miles from Poltava, an- 
other big German base and rai) 
junction to the northwest. Kiev 
Ukraine capital, lies about 185 
miles beyond. ° 


These mobile Red Army units 
also obtained possession of the 
Krasnograd-Kharkov railway which 
runs on southwest to Dnieperope- 
trovsk, 70 miles from Krasnograd. 

Dnieperopetrovsk is above’ the 
site of the $110,000,000 dam which 
the Red Army destroyed in 194) 
when falling back under the shock 
of the initial German invasion, 

The first product of the Soviet 
five-year plan, the dam was a sym- 
bol of Lenin’s dream: An electri- 
fied Russia ruled by the workers. 
It was begun in 1927 and complet- 
ed by 1932 under the supervision 
of an American engineer, the late 
Col. Hugh L. Cooper, who had built 
the Wilson Muscle Shoals dam in 
the United States. 


Since the Russians began their 
offensive three months ago at Stal- 
ingrad where approximately 500,000 
of Hitler’s finest troops were killed 
or captured trying to cut the Volga 
River communications of the Rus- 
sians, the Red Army has advanced 
400 miles to the west. 


The entire lower end of the 
Dnieper River defense line of the 
Germans now is gravely menaced 
by the Russians, and Nazi posi- 
tions in the Crimea as well. 


Dnieperopetrovsk and Zaporozhe, 
50 miles below, are the two princi- 
pal Nazi defense positions on the 
river’s bend before it turns south- 
westward to empty into the Black 
Sea. Below is the Crimea, and 
German positions there will become 
untenable if the river bend is 
breached by the Russians. 


German troops still fighting in 
the Novorossisk-Taman Peninsula 
sectors of the Western Caucasus 
have their backs to the Crimea and 
are expected to try to escape to 
that peninsula eventually. The 
Soviet smashes toward the Dnieper 
River, however, further endanger 
their chances of escape via the 
Crimea. . 


The Russian Army now is spread- 
ing out all over Southern Russia, 
northwest, southwest and straight 
west of Kharkov. Two hundred 
miles above Kharkov the Russians 
were maneuvering for a knockout 
blow at Orel, the present hinge of 
the Southern and Central Russian 
fronts. 

The Nazi armies strung out for 
more than 100 miles between the 
Sea of Azov and the Donets Basin 
after losing Rostov and Voro- 
shilovgrad were estimated to num- 
ber from 250,000 to 500,000 men. 
Numerous Russian columns are 
fighting to cut through their ranks 
to the Sea of Azov and thus divide 
and wipe out these Axis troops.

The officers, he said, talked with 
Mrs. Owens and her husband, 
James M. Owens, then started to 
force an entrance. Mrs. Owens, he 
related, faced them at the front 
door with a shotgun. 

The sheriff said an effort was 
made to disarm Mrs. Owens and 
in the ensuing struggle, in which 
her husband joined, an officer's 
pistol was discharged, killing Mrs. 
Owens and wounding Deputy Tom 
Kimel in the hip. 

Bowers said that the _ sons, 
armed with clubs, came from their 
rooms during the struggle and at- 
tacked the deputies. They were 
taken in custody and lodged in 
jail here. 

The sheriff said the Owens boys 
were declared delinquent by their 
draft boards in November, later 
entered the Army, and were posted 
as deserters when they refused to 
report back to camp after getting 
their Strat furlougns.

He reported that not 
one of the crew aboard the tor- 
pedoed ship was killed or seriously 
injured in the sinking or -during 
the days of exposure in open boats 
that followed. 

Lieut. Jones had served as gun- 
nery officer in charge of the armed 
guard aboard a United States mer- 
chant ship from last October until 
the ship was torpedoed two or 
three weeks ago. 

“I was in my bunk and had al- 
most gone to sleep when the tor- 
pedo struck,” he related. “It hap- 
pened at night and our gun crews 
did not sight the enemy until the 
submarine had sent its explosives 
into our side. It felt to me sort 
of like I might have been sitting 
in a parked automobile which was 
struck by a moving machine. 

“The impact did not throw me 
out of my bunk, but I jumped out 
almost as quickly as though it had, 
and went on deck. The men had 
begun to abandon ship, and our 
gun crews were at their posts try- 
ing to get a sight of the subma-

The Rumanian oil fields raid was 
not a success. But it served the 
purpose of notifying not only the 
Axis, but the occupied countries. 
that the United States Air Force 
had set up shop and was open for 
big business. 

If the raid on Rumania was less 
than hoped for, the assault on the 
Italian fleet more than made up 
for it. The R. A. F. advised that 
the Italian fleet had put to sea 
and gave its whereabouts. At a 
pre-arranged moment, the United 
States bombers dropped out of the 
sun and caught the fleet unawares. 
The planes created havoc and the 
greatest confusion and sank a cou- 
ple of destroyers. The 500-pound 
bombs could not sink the heavier 
ships, but they ruined deck in- 
stallations and completely disor- 
ganized the fleet’s mission. 

The great striking force which 
is the United States Ninth Air 
Force in this sector, was only an 
experimental group in the begin- 
ning. Originally it was destined 
for China, but the sag in Allied 
fortunes last summer, when Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel threatened 
the Nile delta, brought it to the 
Middle East. 
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Trial and Error. 
By trial-and-error methods it over-

It made mistakes and paid 
for them in blood, but it never 
made the same mistake twice. 


It ranged thousands of miles 
over mountains, deserts and seas, 
day and night, mastering the pe 
culiar weather conditions and lin- 
ing up targets for future assaults. 

Its record would not be complete 
without mention of the extraordi- 
imary services contributed by the 
air transport. These planes car- 
ried in more than half of all the 
supplies moved by air durng the

Views on war and peace aims as EA. 1504 

expressed in statements by offi- 
cials, heads of Government and 
other leaders of the United Nations 
have been compiled into a 130-page 
volume by the United Nations In- 
formation Office in New York. 


Composed of carefully authenti- 
cated quotations, the publication, 
“War and Peace Aim,” has been 
in preparation for months in col- 
laboration with official quarters on 
both sides of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific. It shows the trend of opin- 
ion among officials who represent 
the one billion allied peoples, now 
fighting against the Axis powers. 

The Office of War Information 
pointed out that the publication, 
although it does not in all cases 
present national »olicies of the 
United Nations governments, does 
provide the most accurate mirror 
yet devised to reflect the latest 
trend of developments and beliefs 
by their officials. 

The compilation includes state- 
ments of allied spokesmen around 
the world—from China in the east 
to Britain in the west, from the 
many free allied countries to the 
occupied nations of Poland, Bel- 
gium and Czecho-Slovakia, from 
Scandinavian countries and Russia 
in the north to Australia in the 
south, from nations widely separat- 
ed geographically, but in purpose 
firmly united. 

Principal Divisions of Book. 

The volume is divided into chap- 
ters and sub-chapters following the , | “as 
main lines of public interest and 
affording easy reference to any 
specific question. The principal 
headings deal with what the war is 
about, what is anticipated immedi- 
ately afterward, what has been said 
about preventing another’ war, 
what statements have been made 
for assuring prosperity, employ- 
ment, and decent living conditions, 
what machinery is foreseen for ac- 
complishing these purposes, and 
what agreements have already 
been concluded to these ends. 

Throughout the volume runs the 
refrain of world collaboration. In 
London during June, 1941, Trygve 
Lie, foreign minister of Norway, 
urged the future collaboration of 
all free peoples “in a world in 
which all men may enjoy individ- 
ual liberty joined with economic 
and social security.” 

In the spring of the same year, 
Viscount Halifax, British Ambas- 
sador to the United States, de- 
clared in New York that in the 
future the world must in many 
respects be treated as a single 
whole. 

“Just as the liberty of the indi- 
vidual must have regard to the 
needs of the community, so must 
every nation in future accept its 
obligations to the genera] family 
of nations,” he said. 

In Londen a year later, Eduard 
Benes, Feesidtmt of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, stated. 

“We are fighting, in fact, for 
some sort of international charter 
which shall embody the rights of 
man and be applicable to the peo- 
ple: of all countries.” 

Rights of Small Nations. 

While world collaboration is gen- 
erally prominent in the statements 
of Allied officials, belief in the 
rights of small nations to main- 
tain their identity also is promi- 
nently reflected. In June, 1942, 
Joseph Bech, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs of Luxembourg in Wash- 
ington, quoted as his conviction 
the words of President Roosevelt: 

“We believe that any nationality, 
no matter how small, has the in- 
herent right to its. own nation- 
hood.’” 

Five months later, Joseph Stalin, 
in Moscow, called for “liberation 
of enslaved nations and restoration 
of their sovereign rights.” 

Winston Churchill expressed 
similar beliefs when he amplified 
the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter on Sept. 9, 1941, in London, 
He stated that its signatories “had 
in mind, primarily, the restoration 
of sovereignity, self-government, 
and national life of the states and 
nations of Europe now under the 
Nazi yoke and the principles gov- 
erning institutions in the regions 
and peoples which owe allegiance 
of the British crown.” 

China’s Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek has expressed it thus: 

“The aim we and our Allies have 
set before us is freedom and se- 
curity for humanity and its 
civilization . . . our desire is to 
see proper importance attached to 
the interests of all races.” 

While these statements envisage 
the political future of nations in 
general, others deal with the fu- 
ture of enemy nations in particu- 
lar. Toward the ruling cliques of 
enemy countries the attitude ap- 
pears to be adamant.

St. Louis Quota in Nat- 
ional Campaign for 125 
Millions to Carry Out 


War Program. 


The American Red Cross next 
month will conduct the greatest 
fund-raising drive in its history 
with a goal of 125 million dollars to 
accelerate its already huge war- 
time program that during the last 
14 months has aided more than a 
million and a half men in the 
armed services and their families, 
dispatched supplies to Allied peo- 
ples and provided relief on the 
home front. 

The St. Louis Red Cross Chapter 
has been asked to raise $1,915,000, 
which is 60 per cent above last 
year. The campaign will open next 
Sunday night when Wendell L. 
Willkie will address a mass meet- 
ing in the Convention Hall of Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium, The meeting 
is open to the public, and Willkie's 
address will be broadcast national- 
ly over the Blue Network at 8:45 
p m. The meeting opens at 8 
o'clock. 

Appearing on the program will 
be Sidney Maestre, St. Louis chair- 
man of the Red Cross War Fund 
Campaign, and Dr. Borden §S. Vee- 
der, chairman of the St, Louis 
Chapter. The Air Forces Band 
from Jefferson Barracks will play, 
and the Eighty-Fourth Squadron 
Choir, Negro singers, will be heard, 
There will be a tableau presenting 
the various functions of the Red 
Cross. 

Scope of Service. 

As a forerunner to the campaign, 
the Red Cross has announced that 
during the last 14 months it has 
performed services amountihg to 
$57,600,000 at home and abroad, 
and that these services would be 
expanded vastly in succeeding 
months. 

On an international basis, the 
Red Crass from Jan. 1, 1942, until 
the present has spent $40,400,000 
in serving the nation’s armed serv- 
ices, $2,500,000 in disaster relief, 
$1,900,000 for civilian war aid, 
$3,800,000 for foreign war relief, 
$4,300,000 for health, education and 
safety services, $3,600,000 in serv- 
ice and assistance to its 3750 local 
chapters, and $1,100,000 for general 
executive expenses. 

Red Cross field directors have 
provided direct aid to one million 
men in the armed services, while 
local chapters have provided aid 
to 525,000 service men and their 
families. In the last 14 'months 


the Red Cross has established 150 


rest centers overseas, 275 Red 
Cross headquarters buildings, 175 
Army and Navy hospital recrea- 
tion buildings, furnished 1765 sun- 
rooms in military hospitals, and 
has placed 2780 trained Red Cross 
workers with the armed services. 

During the 14-month period the 
Red Cross handled 404,916 in- 
quiries, messages and replies to 
and from persons in occupied 
countries and their families. 

The Red Cross has collected 
1,500,000 pints of blood from volun- 
teer donors since Jan. 1, 1942. 
More than 28,000 registered gradu- 
ate nurses have signed for Red 
Cross service, and more than 900,- 
000 laymen have been certified for 
nursing after taking home nursing 
courses. 

Since Jan, 1, 1941, the Red Cross 
has produced an estimated 520 mil- 
lion surgical dressings with more 
than a million volunteer workers. 
In the Jast 14 months, two million 
garments have been knitted for 
members of the armed forces, and 
some 12 million garments have 
been turned out for United Na- 
tions civilians. 

Up to last Dec. 15, the Red 
Cross had shipped 1,004,000 parcels 
containing food and various com- 
forts to Allied prisoners of war. 

At home, since Jan. 1, 1942, the 
Red Cross has issued 5,500,000 
first aid certificates, 260,000 water 
safety certificates, operated 2800 
highway first aid stations and 
10,000 mobile first aid units with 
30,000 volunteers. 

In the same period the Red 
Cross at home has given emer- 
gency help and rehabilitation to 
130,000 persons, victims of 180 dis- 
asters, including 50 tornadoes, 45 
floods, 34 fires and 21 explosions. 

St. Louis Activities. 

Closer at home, the St. Louis 
Chapter of the Red Cross is aver- 
aging more than 100,000 pints of 
blood a year for the armed serv- 
ices. Since January, 1942, the chap- 
ter has handled 25,271 service cases 
for men in the armed forces and 
their families, and has completed 
82,899 knitted garments and 230,- 
920 stitched garments for shipment 
overseas. With 7000 volunteers, 
the St. Louis Chapter has pro- 
duced 3,883,233 surgical dressings 
in the last year. 

The chapter has a canteen corps 
of 1449 women and men. It main- 
tains a Camp and Hospital Com- 
mittee and a Motor Corps with 175 
women, who’ drove 144,000 miles 
last year in Red Cross service. 

There are now 513 Red Cross 
nurses’ aid workers serving in 26 
St. Louis hospitals and 224 others 
are in training. More than 2000 
women have taken home nursing 
training in the last 12 months. 

The 150,000 members of the Jun- 
for Red Cross in St. Louis have 
made 1816 articles for Allied Na- 
titons and 37,269 articles for men 
in the armed services. About 4000 
persons here have taken the Red 
Cross nutrition course in the last 
year. ; 

Since Pearl Harbor nearly 50,000 
St. Louisans have been trained in 
Red Cross first aid; 2000 have been 
taught water safety,and more than 
1000 are members of the Disaster 
Relief Committee.

U.S. Tank Holds 


Off 10 of Nazis,| 


Lets 300 Helpless Yanks Escape 


Gen. Sherman Knocks 


Out Four German Ma- 


chines in Tunisia Before It Is Dis- 
abled—Crew Gets Away. 


By HAROLD V. BOYLE 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN SOUTHERN TUNISIA, Feb. 16 
(Delayed) (AP). — A lone Gen. 
Sherman tank boldly took on a 
last-ditch, running fight with 10 
German tanks in order to save an 
American column of light vehicles 
from destruction, and destroyed 
four Mark IVs before the crew 
was forced to leave their own 
shell-riddled and flaming tank. 

Their act which, in one soldier's 
estimate, saved 300 American lives, 
was hailed by officers and men 
alike as one of the most gallant 
engagements of the African war. 

The tank which single-handed 
fought a German column, including 
one giant 52-ton Mark VI to a 
standstill, was named “The Texas,” 
and the battle it put up against 
hopeless odds was a little Alamo 
—but with every American emerg- 
ing alive. 

The action took place Feb, 14 
when American forces, outnum- 
bered more than two to one, 
tangled with more than 100 Ger- 
man tanks in the greatest battle 
of its kind in Tunisia. 

The United States tank forces 
suffered severe losses in both men 
and equipment, but inflicted equal 
or greater damage on the German 
foe, and kept the Nazis from 
spreading through the entire Faid 
Valley. 

The commander of the embat- 
tled “Texas” is Lieut. Col. Louis 
V. Hightower, 34 years old, of 
Winnsboro, Tex., whose wife lives 
at Allentown, Pa. Hightower, 
who would rather fight than talk 
about it, had to be questioned over 

two-hour period before he would 
give details of the battle. 

“The credit for the score we 
chalked up belongs to our gunner, 
Corp. Austin H. Bayer of Laporte, 
Ind.,” he said. “We pulled out 
about 7 o’clock that morning while 
Tiabout 30 tanks were attacking us 
at a hill called Djebel Lessouda 
not far from Faid. 


“When we got there, 15 Mark 
Tv’s were ahead of us and 22 


more on the crest to the left. 
“We sat there and shot at them, 
knocking out about five or six 
vhile losing three ourselves. Then 
the 22 tanks came over the hill 
toward us and turned’ out to be 
50, including at least four of their 
giant Mark VI's which so far as 
I know have never been in action 
on any other front before. 


“We drew back to cover as they 
tried their usual] trick of envelop- 
ment. We kept pivoting back and 
shooting at first one German flank 
and then the other. We kept from 
being surrounded, but at a heavy 
cost—then their dive bombers 
caught us, coming over in wave 
after wave. 

“They didn’t hurt us much, but 

smoked us up so we couldn’t see 
through the dust. We pulled across 
two miles of open field into Sidi 
Bouzid with our artillery covering 
us by using their 105 miilimeter 
howitzers for direct fire. 
“They were hitting German 
tanks at every pop. I saw three 
go up in flames with just three 
rounds, 

“We reorganized in the town but 
after two hours they began an- 
other huge double envelopment. 
We got our artillery and two sup- 
ply trains safely. out, and then 
started down the road to Gafsa 
ourselves. 

“After getting all our tanks 
away except two lights and two 
mediums we took out across coun- 
try and came across nine Mark 
IV’s and one Mark VI about 700 
yards away opening fire on one of 
our columns of half tracks and 
light vehicles which were complete- 
ly helpless before them. 

“The guns on the other medium 
tank were jammed and since the 
light tanks were too thinly ar- 
mored for the task before us, I 
sent all three away and signaled 
the column of our light vehicles to 
swing behind the Texas. 

Nazis Expected ‘A Picnic.’ 

“As the Germans turned in for 
what they thought was a picnic, 
we let go and struck their com-

“We got a second tank with one 
shot. 

“The eight remaining Nazi tanks 
then braked to a stop, but we kept 
going at about 14 miles an hour, 
firing steadily as we pulled away. 
We hit one tank three times before 
discovering that it was a Mark VI. 
I saw the last shell burst against 
him but don’t know whether he 
was disabled. However, he didn't 
fire any more, 

“As another Mark Four came up 
to him, we hit it at the same range 
with one shot. It went through the 
turret and the tank broke into 
flame like a flower. 

“Another Mark Four approached 
the burned tank—which was sfupid 
because we had only to bring over 
our gun a hair—and he flamed 
up with our first shot. Then our 
gun momentarily jammed as ‘the 
five remaining Mark Fours really 
opened up on us. 

“Could See Shells Coming.” 

“We could actually see the shells 
coming along close to the ground 
like a ricocheting stone in water. 

“One shell fragment came right 
down the tube of our gun but 
caused no’ serious injury among 
our crew. Another shell went 
bogie wheels and 
under the tank, tearing out the 
other side like a rabbit. Another 


| hit our turret but didn’t penetrate. 
Then a shell struck our suspension 
system. 

“Each shell hitting sounded like 
a giant anvil or tremendous bell. 
It made your ears ring. As. soon 
as our gun was unjammed, we be- 
gan firing again but another shell 
mashed the bottom of our left 
rear gas tank and flaming gasoline 
spurted over the back of our tank, 
its tracks, and on the ground 
about us. 

“I shouted to my boys: ‘Now is 
the time to git.’ We boiled . ut of 
there like peas from a hot pod be- 
fore the tank had stopped run- 
ning. We dodged behind the tank 
and kept it between us and the 
Germans. After walking a couple 
of miles we fixed up a half-track 
we found abandoned, picked up a 
soldier with a broken hip nearby, 
loaded him in and drove on. 

“We came to another tank which 
some of our fellows were about to 
destroy because of engine trouble. 
We put it back in shape. Our 
crew got in and we picked up our 
convoy of half-tracks and jeeps 
and came on home. 

“I hated like hell to lose that 
tank of mine. They even burned 
up the Lone Star State flag flying 
from my antenna.” 

Has ‘Score to Settle.’ 

Gunner Bayer, 21, of La Porte, 
Ind., said “I still have a score to 
settle with those birds and I am 
going back to get some more.” 

He carried his pet Arab pup, 
named Texas Jr., which the crew 
picked up while leaving the bat- 
tlefield, 

The other members of the tank 
crew included Sergt. Mirtenwark, 
28, driver, of Ottawa, Kan., who 
said “I just drove a bit zig-zaggy 
when they let go at us”; Pvt. Earl 
Agile, 24, gun loader from Para- 
gould, Ark., Warrant Officer O. 
W. Coley, 33, battalion radio offi- 
cer from Lewood, West Virginia. 

“We were almost out of am- 
munition anyway, but I sure 
would like to have sent the rest 
of it at them,” said Agle. 

“Col. Hightower saved at least 
300 men and much of our equip- 
ment because the German tanks 
had already opened up on our 
column and their armor was too 
heavy for anything we had,” said 
Tech. Sergt. Harry E. Pursley, 
25, of Akron, O., who was in one 
of the half tracks, 

“Another thing — he knocked 


those tanks out with high explo- 


sive ammunition, because he was

holm dispatch to Tass news 
agency today as saying that neu- 
tral correspondents were amazed 
at the unusual honors accorded 
Nazi Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels on the occasion 
of his speech to the German peo- 
ple Thursday and added Swedish

Goebbels read a prepared procla- 
mation in Hitler’s name during the 
anniversary celebration, 

The Russian broadcast said the 


latest Goebbels speech was ap- 
praised in Sweden as corroboration 
of rumors that the whole cam- 
paign of “total mobilization” of the 
German people announced after the 
Stalingrad defeat has been com- 
pletely entrusted to Goebbels.

Undoubtedly in view of 
the large numbers involved, the 
limited supply, and the speed re- 
quired, mistakes have been made. 
Corrective steps have been taken 
and will continue to be taken to 
aliminate abuses and to strength- 
en the machinery for the applica- 
tion of the merit principle to the 
recruitment, advancement and re- 
moval of employes. 

“In our zeal to correct mistakes, 
however, we should not make the 
error of undermining the entire 
administrative structure that has 
been erected for the conduct of the 
war.

and noodles or home-canned foods. 

One adut member may register 
for the entire family, including 
all persons related by blood, mar- 
riage and adoption. A _ separate 
declaration should be made for 
boarders and servants who live 
and take all their meals on the 
place, but the family representa- 
tive may register for servants un- 
able to register in person. 

To register for Ration Book No. 
2, one should take the filled-out 
declaration form, together with all 
sugar ration books in the family, 


to the nearest public elementary 


school. The new ration book will 
be clipped by the registrar, one 
eight-point stamp being deducted 
for each can in excess of the five- 
can limit, and one coffee coupon 
being abstracted for each pound in 
excess of the one-pound allowance. 

After Ration Books No. 2 are 
put in order and Books No, 1 are 
marked by the registrar to indi- 
cate that the new book has been 
issued, both will be given to the 
consumer, who is then ready for 
point rationing when it goes into 
effect March 1. Book No. 1 is 
retained for use in obtaining cof- 
fee and sugar rations, as well as 
one pair of shoes with Stamp No. 
17, 

For weeks Civilian Defense 
workers have been disseminating 
information to the public as to 
the intricacies of point rationing 
and leaders of the Victory Speak- 
ers’ Bureau, the Consumer Inter- 
est Division and the War Block 
Service expressed the belief that 
St. Louis is prepared for the new 
system. 

Block leaders and workers have 
been making a house-to-house 
canvass to explain point rationing 
to housewives. Civilian Defense 
workers have distributed 250,000 
consumer declarations and more 
than 200,000 consumer instruction 
sheets within the last week. 

Under point rationing each per- 
son will have 48 points to “spend” 
in March. Late today the Gov- 
ernment will announce how many 
points each can “costs.” Thus, if 
a certain size can costs 6 points, 
a consumer could buy eight of 
them during the month. In prac. 
tice, each family will pool _ its 
points. Thus a family of four 
would have 192 points in March, 
and could buy 32 six-point cans. 
Different items and sizes of cans 
will have differing values, how- 
ever. 

As long as it is in the store and 
the buyer also has the real money 
or credit, he will be permitted to 
buy any kind of can he desires 
with his points. Sauerkraut cans 
may not take as many points as 
peas, or apples as much as 
peaches. The Government will 
put highest point values on the 
types which are scarcest, in order 
to discourage buying of those 
things. As supplies change, the 
point values may be changed, but

43 ALLOTMENTS 
TOTAL $2,118,630 


This Is $161,695 More 
Than Last Year’s Fig- 
ure—Amounts for Each 
of 86 Agencies. 


Allotments totaling $2,118,635 for 
the 1943 work of the 86 health and 
welfare agencies of United Chari- 
ties were announced yesterday »y 
William C. Connett, president. 

The total was $161,695 ‘greater 
than the allotments last year. Con- 
nett explained that virtually all 


the increase was made necersary 
by higher commodity prices, 
shrinkage of endowment incomes 
and adaptation of agencies pro- 
grams to meet wartime emergen- 
cies. 


Two agencies which joined Unit- 
ed Charities during 1942 received 
allotments totaling, $7721. These 
are the South Side Day Nursery, 
1621 South Tenth street, and the 
St. Louis League for the Hard of 
Hearing, 4527 Westminster place. 


United Charities now receives its 
funds through the Greater St. Louis 
War Chest, which raised $5,027,698 
last fall for 105 welfare, health and 
war relief agencies. Previously 
United Charities and other groups 
had conducted individual cam- 
paigns. 

In addition to the $2,118,635 allot- 
ted to its members, United Chari- 
ties will receive about $75,000 from 
the War Chest, representing $32,- 
060 for administration of United 
Charities this year and $43,338 for 
certain services to the War Chest 
such as collection and campaign 
expenses, 

Allotments for seven divisions of 
United Charities were as follows: 
Children's services, $530,784; hos- 
pitals, $489,983; family service 
agencies, $447,498; group work and 
camping, $287,620; health agencies, 
$213,156; community planning and 
research, $96,426; care of the aged, 
$53,156. 

Allocation of funds was worked 
out by a central budget committee 
of 11, aided by four divisional 
budget committees. Members of 
the central committee were Harry 
G. Koerber, chairman; John A. 
Aid, Mrs. Roscoe Anderson, Rich- 
ard Baldwin, Edgar Barkhouse, 
Robert C. Day, Edward Greens- 
felder, Mrs. Robert A. Holland, Dr.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP).— 
The War Production Board re- 
duced today to $200 the amount of 
construction which can be done 
without specific permission by in- 
dustries which it classed as. “not 
essential to the war program,” in- 
cluding newspapers and manufac- 
turers of sporting goods, furniture 
and cosmetics. 

The $200 limitation on individual 
construction projects had been ap- 
plied earlier to private dwellings 
and comm.rcial structures, with 
owners of industrial establishments 
permitted to carry on construction 
up to $5000 in a year. 

The amendment to the construc- 
tion order specifies a considerable 
list of industries whose exemption 
now is lowered. Besides those 
mentioned, it includes all struc-

partly new construction, the whole 
project is considered new construc 
tion and subject to the dollar lim- 

tions on new construction.

The crewmen of an American 
B-26 Marauder bomber counted 
themselves lucky to be alive to-

Harry Pardee of Minneap- 
olis, the pilot, fearing the men 
would be killed in a crash landing 
with the Marauder in damaged 
condition, ordered them to bail 
out. 

Whities and the co-pilot, Lieut. 
James Fitzpatrick of Mindon, La. 
were ordered to stay aboard with 
the pilot, but the rest got ready 
to jump. 

They were Sergt. James B. Pol- 
ley, Campbellsville, Ky., Sergt. Rob- 
ert A, Young, Frankfort, Ind., and 
Pvt. Gorritt Prunim of Chicago. 

Young was the first to go. He 
pulled his rip cord but the chute 
failed to open immediately. He 
managed to grab the remains of 
the cord, yanked fiercely, and the 
silk billowed out just in time to 
save him. 

As the other parachutes opened 
in the sky some Allied soldiers on 
the ground mistook the bomber 
crew for Axis parachute troops 
and started firing. Everything 
was straightened out before any- 
body got hurt. 

Meanwhile Pardee and Fitzpat- 
rick made a successful belly land- 
ing.

DOUBTS TOURST USE

Editor Thinks 1670-Mile Road 
Greatest Engineering Feat. 
Since Panama Canal. 


There will never be sufficient 
peacetime travel to Alaska to war- 
rant hard-surfacing of the Alcan 
Highway, Harold W. Richardson, 
an engineering editor, first civilian 
observer to traverse the 1670-mile 
route, asserted to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday. 

It is possible, however, that the 
road may be surfaced with oil or 
asphalt after the war, he added. 
Today, he pointed out, it is an 
improved military road, graveled 
most of the way, but falling far 
short of a tourist thoroughfare. 
Richardson, an editor of En- 


gineering News Record and Con- 
struction Methodist, was in St 
Louis to address a group of manu- 
facturers. He made a 20-day in- 
spection tour of the road last fall 
at the Army's invitation. 

g g Feat. 

He called the Alcan Highway the 
greatest American engineering feat 
since the Panama Canal. Begun 
last March, the road was opened 
last. November after about 10,000 
men worked 10 hours a day, two 
shifts a day, seven days a week 
from July to November, Richard- 
son. said. 

The Army, he said, used seven 
regiments from the Engineer 
Corps, including three regiments 
of Negroes, who “stood the cold as 
well as the others.” Under the 
direction of the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration, 54 contractors, 13 
Canadian and 41 American, started 
to build a “boulevard” parallel to 
the Army road, but after 75 miles, 
switched over to help finish the 
Army road in a race for time. 

The Army, Richardson said, 
started with more than 1500 ~‘eces 
of new road-building equipment, 
while the contractors used what 
they could get, usually machines 
that had been used in American 
CCC camps in the 1930's, Many of 
the shacks, he said, were built of 
lumber shipped from former CCC 
camps in Wisconsin.

This 
route east of the Rockies most of 
the way, through Fort St. John, 
Fort Nelson and Whitehorse, was 
prescribed by the Army against 
much opposition from Washington, 
Richardson asserted, because the 
Army didn’t want its flyers to risk 
the worst air chutes in the Ca- 
nadian Rockies.

Hotels, Rooming Houses 
Must Post Maximum Rent 


Investigations are being made of 
a number of hotels and rooming 
houses which have not posted 
their maximum charges in. compli- 
ance with rent regulations, Israel 
Treiman, acting state rent attor- 
ney for the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, reports. 

“All hotels and rooming houses 
are required to post conspicuously 
their maximum rents for each 
term of occupancy and the number 
of persons in a room,” he says. 
“This should have been done by 
August 15, 1942, but reports indi- 
cate that some large hotels and 
rooming houses in St. Louis have 
failed to do so. 

“This is a serious violation of 
the rent regulation, issued under 
the Emergency Price Control Act, 
and is subject to a $5000 fine or 
one year’s imprisonment, 

“The St. Louis rent control office 
is conducting an investigation of 
hotels and rooming houses to de- 
termine the extent of violations»’

The cartridges produced for Uncle Sam in the St. Louis Ordnance Plant, 
are manufactured to preciston standards so precise and exact, that varia- 
tions 1n some critical measurements, in excess of one four-thousandth of an 
inch — half as wide as your watch’s hatr-spring— would cause rejection. 


BULLET is the business end of a cartridge. But back of the 
bullets used in Uncle Sam’s .30 and .50 calibre rifle and 
machine-gun cartridges is a fascinating story of more than one 
hundred intricate manufacturing and inspection operations. For 
that’s what it takes to produce the complete cartridge 


We can’t tell you all the story—but at least we can hit the high 
spots and give you a glimpse of production processes comparable 
in precision to those used in making a fine watch. Cartridges, 
however, unlike watches, must be manufactured by the billions. 
At the St. Louis Ordnance Plant alone, each day’s output is the 
result of more than one billion individual operations. 


When you think of that staggering figure—think again of the 
fact that every single cartridge must meet the most rigid and ex- 
acting requirements in order to comply with Army Ordnance 


specifications. 


In its finished form, a sleek, smooth, shining cartridge seems 
a simple thing. And if it were judged solely on the number of its 
parts, it would be. For the cartridge is composed of a cartridge 
case, primer, propellent powder, bullet jacket and lead or metal 
core. But each must pass many, many tests—and each part must 
be exactly right—for Uncle Sam’s fighting forces can’t afford 


failure. 
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Let’s watch the evolution of a .50 caliber cartridge. It is born 
in a 200-pound roll of flat strip brass. With 75-ton grunts huge 
“cookie cutters” punch out brass discs and transform them into 
shallow cups about three-quarters of an inch deep. Machines 
must “cup” cartridge cases within one-thousandth of an inch of 
specification or they are stopped for readjustment. 


In quick succession the cups clatter with a high-pitched hiss 
from one machine to another which gradually elongates them, 
contracts their diameter, and thins their walls. By the time the 
cartridge case is completed, more than thirty operations have taken 
place and inspectors have measured dimensions step-by-step more 
than forty times, with gages capable of measuring one ten-thous- 
andth of an inch. 


At this point the cases are fed into an unique inspection ma- 
chine that acts like a doctor who looks down a patient’s throat to 
see if he has adenoids. The cases roll at a slight angle beside a 
mirror tilted in such a way that an inspector can look down the 


throat of the case to see if it is perfect, and that no foreign mat 
ter has lodged inside. 


The copper jacket which sheaths the bullet goes through a 
similar process. Many other operations and inspections are re 
quired to make the components of a bullet, and the three tiny 
parts which make up a primer. Lurking in the shadow of almost 
every machine is an ever-watchful inspector. 


When finally the cartridge has been assembled, it is fed into 
one of the most amazing machines in any of the hundreds of build- 
ings on the reservation. This is the “gage and weigh” machine. 


The educated fingers of this automaton pick up the cartridge 
and push it quickly in and out of a series of “testing tubes” in a 
revolving drum to check its “profile.” Although made of the 
hardest steel, the cartridge “testing tubes” are so sensitive that a 
few specks of dust on a cartridge may cause it to be rejected. If 
the cartridge passes this test it moves on to other automatic gages 
which measure all of its many outside dimensions. A cartridge 
which fails to pass any test is automatically rejected. 


For its semi-final graduation test, the cartridge is transferred— 
again automatically—to one of the arms of a revolving device that 
looks like a miniature merry-go-round or a wheel without a rim, 
Each of the “spokes” of this carousel for cartridges is a scale, deli- 
cately counter-balanced with a weight sufficient to keep it hori- 
zontal if the cartridge is of standard weight. 


A single grain—there are 7,000 grains in a pound—will throw 
the scales off balance. Underweight cartridges ride high and are 
kicked into a separate bin. The cartridge that finishes its ride, 
figuratively getting the brass ring, is then ready for its graduation 
ceremony—actual “acceptance firing.” 


Hundreds of samples are taken at random from every lot of 
finished ammunition and fired and tested for accuracy, penetra- 
tion and a dozen other factors. 


When Uncle Sam okays a lot of cartridges with the initials 
familiar to every fighting man “S L 43” (St. Louis, 1943) stamped 
on their heads, he may be sure the ammunition has met with the 
highest standards and most rigid requirements of the Army 
Ordnance Department. 

There are no better fighting men than Americans, and, we

“While engrossed in the serious task of 
winning the war,” said Joseph W. Martin 
Jr., Republican leader of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, in a Lincoln day address, ‘“‘we 
must plan for the critical days of peace. 
What we do here in American will in a large 
measure shape the destiny of the world.” 

In his notable speech last December before 
the National Association of Manufacturers, 
Henry J. Kaiser, the shipbuilder, said: ‘‘The 
problems of peace are already at hand, for in 
very truth they are inherent in the conflict. 
When the juggernaut of war comes to rest, 
it may be too late to know what we are 
fighting for.” 

In common with other executives of or-\ 
ganized labor, William Green, head of the 
American Federation of Labor, has called for 
immediate discussion of postwar problems. 
“Without adequate preparation and a specific 
program to meet the day of victory,” said 
Green in setting up an AFL planning com- 
mittee, “we may find—as in the last war— 
that the battle was in vain.”’ 

Eric A. Johnston, president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States, has 
said that we must “‘plan now for-world unity 
and international co-operation,’”’ and Charles 
E. Wilson, who gave up the presidency of the 
General Electric Co. to become vice chairman 
of the War Production Board, has pointed 
to the “growing conviction” that despite the 
demands of the war program, planning for 
the peace is not only desirable but “im- 
perative.”

A minority of the Senate decided that even 
the League was not “‘practical’’; so we sub- 
stituted the least practical defense against 
violence that man knows anything about:

HEN Stringfellow Barr took over 

W xe presidency of St. Jo. n’s Col- 
lege at Annapolis, Md., in 1937, he 
threw conventional teaching methods in- 
to the scrapheap, organized his curricu- 
lum around the study of some hundred 
Great Books, from Homer to the twen- 
tieth century, and thereby made St.

Technique of Delayed Rescue

This time, if the British hadn't stood firm 
against odds when all the others had quit or 
been knocked out, we never would have had 
a chance to help. With the increased speed 
of modern weapons, that time margin di- 
minishes with each war. With each war the 
English Channel—as well as the Atlantic 
Ocean now—gets narrower.

‘The Laugh Is o. Us, 
Not on Woodrow Wilson.’ 


We have been laughing lately at Wilson’s 
phrase about making the world safe for 
democracy; but the laugh is on us, not on 
Wilson. For Wilson saw that our type of 
government cannot flourish in an armed 
camp; freedom can exist only under law, 
where people can afford to think and dis- 
cuss, instead of shooting tirst. An isolated 
America, armed to the teeth, would be an 
army in the field, and no army, least of all 
in the field, can be run by the processes of 
popular government. 


We don’t want armed isolation, because 
we want to govern ourselves and not take 
orders from a corporal, not even if the cor- 
poral is an American Napoleon or Hitler.

If we could answer that last question, we

For war aims are not merely what we want 
for Christmas: they are the conditions we 
ourselves would recognize as affording a 
just and stable peace. 


Conditions for Stable Peace 
Same They Always Have Been. 


The conditions for a just and stable peace 
are what they have always been. Three hun- 
dred years ago the most hard-boiled political 
thinker who ever wrote in the English 
language stated that without government 
man always relapses into war and anarchy. 
And he described anarchy better than it has 
been described by any who have /satched the 
peoples of Europe slither into the hunger, the 
cold, the sickness, the black-out that we call 
modern war. That anarchy ends, he wrote, 
in “the life of man, solitary, poore, nasty, 
brutish, and short.’ Government, continued 
Thomas Hobbes, is the only protection that 
any community can find against just such 
misery, misery that begins with high taxes, 
ration cards, conscription, and family grief, 
and that ends—if the community does not 
adopt government in time—in universal vio- 
lence and in that curious, grinding noise that 
a civilization makes when itself, and not 
just a block of city houses, comes ee 
to the ground in ruins. 

Government was indeed the only protec- 
tion against anarchy when Thomas Hobbes 
wrote 300 years ago. It was the only pro- 
tection 300 years before Thomas Hobbes was 
born. It is the only protection today, al- 
though the world community of which Mr. 
Willkie suddenly perceived the meaning on 
his famous trip, would like to forget. That 
is the only protection. . 


Why do we try to forget that we must 
have government? Inside any existing state, 
men are quick to detect anarchy, and to set 
up government if they can. But suddenly 
the planes came, distances shrank, and all 
of us, Americans, Britishers, Russians, China- 
men, were thrown into one huge community, 
a community divided into armed camps called 
national states, but a community that has no 
government, hence no law, no police, no 
penalty—except what the neighbors may im- 
provise as vigilantes, if they organize in time. 
Before the gigantic task of setting up law for 
that community, we flinch. We try to think 
up other means of preventing anarchy. 
Actually, no other means exist. 

There is another and a special reason why 
we try to forget Thomas Hobbes’ relentless 
truth. Hobbes himself went on to say, in 
the ‘‘Leviathan,” that men may get govern-

THE GOVERNOR STARTS A FIGHT. 


Gov. Dortnell has started a fight. It’s a good 
fight. And it calls for the full support of every 
public-spirited citizen of Missouri. 

He has just sent to the Legislature 32 bills which 
are intended, in addition to setting up a decent 
merit system, to centralize the State’s tax system— 
to put an end to the present assessment and col- 
lection machinery which functions like a disjointed 
centipede and is the answer to the patronage pol- 
itician’s most delightful dream. 

Today, the 14 major State taxes are assessed by 


no less than 13 State and local agencies, and nine | 


agencies do the collecting. Some ‘of these are in 
charge of officials or commissions appointed by 
the Governor, but those which are probably the 
most important are under the jurisdiction of inde- 
pendently elected members of his “cabinet.” And 
in virtually all cases, these agencies have other 
functions which overshadow their tax jobs. 

The waste involved in such a system is apparent 
on the face of it. Why should the State Auditor, 
the State Treasurer, the Secretary of State, the 
State Liquor Control Commissioner, the State In- 
spector of Oils, the Public Service Commission and 
a horde of city and county assessors and collectors 
all have their taxes and license fees to handle when 
this is obviously one big job to be handled by one 
efficient office? 

The Governor’s bills, drawn by the Governmental 
Research Institute of St. Louis, propose just such 
an office. They would take tax matters out of 
the hands of those now administering them and 
turn them all over to a new Department of Rev- 
enue and a Board of Tax Appeals which would 
hear and settle complaints. 

States like Kentucky, Michigan, Colorado and 
Louisiana, which have a similar system, all offer 
eloquent testimony as to its desirability. Kentucky, 
for example, has cut its collection costs to 1.2 cents 
on the dollar. Louisiana reports a 48 per cent re- 
duction. Michigan is saving $20,000 a month. These 
are things especially worth considering at a time 
when the heavy burdens of the war make it man- 
datory for the states to economize wherever they 
possibly can. 

But it would be naive, indeed, to expect this logic 
to prevail with the politicians. Under the pre- 
vailing patronage system, this reform would de- 
prive them of what they consider to be their life- 
blood. They want all the jobs and favors that are 
now at their disposal. They want to keep on trans- 
forming them into lugs, election workers and votes. 

The fact that the elected State officials happen 
to be Democrats will not make things any easier 
for a Republican Governor. And many a Repub- 
lican legislator, mindful of the fact that those offices 
may change hands, and even more mindful of the 
fact that a considerable part of the tax machinery 
at the local level is already in the hands of Re- 
publicans, will, be tempted to knife the proposed 
reform, covertly if not openly. 

Yes, the Governor has a fight on his hands. But 
no fight for better government and greater economy 
is ever a hopeless fight. It enlists the support 
of the people. And the people can remind the 
legislators that these men are but their servants. 
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NEED FOR A REVISED STATE TRUCK LAW. 

Missouri is the only State in the country which 
has not yet altered its truck load-limit regulations, 
in conformance with Federal appeals for nation- 
wide uniformity in order to speed the transporta- 
tion of war materials. This State’s regulations are 
waived for trucks carrying the minimum loads pre- 
scribed by the Office of Defense Transportation. 
Those carrying larger ones, however, must detour 
around Missouri or lose time by unloading and re- 
loading. 

Obviously, this State must get in line. Two bills 
for that purpose have been introduced at Jeffer- 
son City. The first, sponsored by the Missouri 
Truckers’ Association, has bogged down in the 
House Transportation Committee because it pro- 
vides for no increase fn truck fees. Bigger loads 
mean more revenue for truck operators, so the new 
measure, introduced by Representative Weakley of 
Pike County, is logical in its provision for higher 
truck fees. 

Modification of Missouri’s law to help meet the 
war emergency is so important that there should 
be no question about passage of the Weakley bill. 
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TIME FOR A CHOICE. 

After another week of testimony on how to put 
the Federal income tax on a pay-as-you-go basis, the 
House Ways and Means Committee has rejected the 
Rum! plan and all other proposals and will now 
settle down to write its own formula. 

One of the last “plans” suggested was that of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. This was in 
accord with the Treasury’s proposal for a 20 per cent 
withholding tax to be put into effect-not later than 
July 1. Actually, the Treasury would withhold but 19 
per cent, exclusive of the 5 per cent Victory tax. This 
figure is a little more realistic since, under the 
present law, it represents the basic 6 per cent tax 
rate and the first surtax rate of 13 per cent. 

While Randolph Paul, the Treasury expert, said 
that Congress might well defer the 1942 tax until 
it makes up its mind just what it wants to do about 
it, the Chamber proposes to defer it for five or 10 
years after the war’s end. It ought not to be 
necessary to keep it hanging heavy over the tax- 
payers’ heads that long. Conditions then might make 
it a real hardship, although, by that time, Congress 
probably would be more inclined to forget about the 
1942 tax than to go into another long huddle on how 
to collect it. And a good many persons who had in- 
comes in 1942 would be among the missing. 

Be that as it may, the time has come for action. 
Just about every possible solution—complete for- 
giveness, partial forgiveness, amortization, a wind- 
fall tax, etc.—has been suggested. It’s time to make 
a choice and let the taxpayer know where he stands. 
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TO MAKE LIQUOR CONTROL MORE EFFECTIVE. 

If there is any merit in a closing law for taverns 
and other places serying liquor, then there ought to 
be a similar law for places which do not sell liquor 
but offer accommodations for drinking it. The es- 
tablishment of such control is the purpose of a bill 
just introduced in Jefferson City by Senator Phil M. 
Donnelly of Lebanon. 

It would require the licensing of so-called “set-up” 
places. It calls for only a nominal license fee of 
$12, but does require proprietors to file a $1000 bond 
with the State Liquor Control Supervisor. Thus, 
without hardship, it would achieve the regulation of 
such matters as closing hours - the consumption 
of liquor by minors. 

That this igs a measure not only for the good of 


the community, but also for the good of the trade 
—which depends on high standards for its good will 
—is made clear by the support given it by the Mis- 
souri Brewers’ Association and the liquor dealers 
of Kansas City and St. Louis. 

It also has the support of Wayne G. Henderson, 
Liquor Control Supervisor, who says that these 
places are the chief handicaps to law enforcement. 
The real aim of the ban on liquor sales after the 
closing hour is to stop public drinking at that time. 
Thus, the “set-up” places make it easy to circumvent 
the spirit, if not the letter, of the law. 
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MILITARY VICTORY IS NOT ENOUGH. 

Sir Stafford Cripps utilized his induction as rec- 
tor of the University of Aberdeen—an honorary-post 
which will not interfere with his job of turning out 
more and more aircraft for the United Nations—to 
deliver an important lecture, not so much to its 
students as to the world. 

The winners of wars, he said, have been, on oc- 
casion, afflicted by a queer kind of myopia—a blind- 
ness which allowed the ideas of the defeated, rath- 
er than those of the victors, to shape the peace and 
the future. Thus, in his belief, there is a danger 
that the democracies may win this titanic test at 
arms only to fall, after it is over, into Fascist pat- 
terns. In other words, they can win the military 
battle and yet lose the moral struggle. 

No doubt, there are little groups of hard-hearted 
men in every country who are fervently wishing for 
such a turn of events. Cripps, however, offered a 
formula that is sure to dash their hopes. It must 
be the prime objective of each and every one of the 
United Nations to provide higher standards and 
better living conditions for the common people in 
every country of the world, he said. To this he 
added what has been said many times before: that 
the productive capacity exists to attain this goal. 

There ‘can be little doubt about the success of 
this formula, if it is applied. A Fascist world is a 
world organized for a selfish few. A sincere devo- 
tion to the welfare of the many makes such an or- 
der not merely incongruous, but actually impossible. 
Furthermore, in a speeded-up industrial age, even 
the few can be secure in their well-being only if 
it is based on an adequate life for the many. To 
put it at its lowest level: the impoverished cannot 
buy the products of the machine, and, if they do not 
do so, there can be no dividends. In the world of to- 
morrow we will, more than ever, be interdependent. 
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ADD BEVERIDGE PLAN CONFUSION. 

After strolling past a radio while a commentator 
was discussing the debate in Parliament over the 
pending social security proposals, Dumb Dora said 
she hoped the British won’t get into the same kind 
of mess we had in this country with prohibition, 
but if they must have it, she suggests they wait 
until after the war to adopt their beverage plan. 
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MR. ROOSEVELT DENOUNCES McKELLAR’S BILL. 

The impairment of the civil service system in the 
Federal Government, which Senator McKellar of 
Tennessee proposes, has been brought to the attention 
of Congress in a vigorous statement by the President. 
To turn the clock back as McKellar advocates would 
be “little less than tragic,” Mr. Roosevelt says. 

McKellar is the No. 1 spoilsman in Congress and 
has had his gun cocked and primed for the merit 
plan for years. This time his threat is much more 
serious than usual. Senators Wheeler of Montana and 
McFarland of Arizona, Democrats, and Austin of 
Vermont and Ferguson of Michigan, Republicans, 
as members of the Judiciary subcommittee, have 
indicated their general approval of the McKellar 
bill, which specifically would require senatorial con- 
firmation for more than 33,000 Federal posts. 

If this kind of bi-partisan support is to be re- 
cruited in favor of the McKellar scheme, friends 
of civil service will have to roll up their sleeves and 
join the President in his “unqualified opposition.” 
The Federal Government has been 60 years in ob- 
taining a public personnel in which merit and quali- 
fication are for the most part controlling factors in 
employment and promotion. Is it going to be laid 
low now just because McKellar’s job-hungry appe- 
tite is insatiable? 
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VERBOTEN ADS IN NORWAY. 

If the hair of Norwegian advertising men is 
turning gray these days, there's no mystery about 
the reason. It is supplied in a Swedish newspaper's 
account of the elaborate set of Verbotens imposed 
upon the advertising columns by the Nazi forces of 
occupation. 

Dancing schools are forbidden to advertise, and 
all mention of “swing music” is taboo. The works 
of some 20 authors are on the black list, but so many 
other books are also frowned upon that all book- 
store ads must be submitted to censorship. Announce- 
ments of sports and games are also censored. Jour- 
nalists are forbidden to advertise for new jobs, and 
teachers cannot advertise at all. Persons advertising 
for apartments are not permitted to tell of difficul- 
ties in finding homes, or to indicate that they have 
been forced*to move by war conditions. 

Obituary notices may not mention that death was 
due to war action of any kind. Funerals of Russian 
prisoners of war may not be announced. Mention 
of the Israel Mission is forbidden. Such words as 
“Norwegian” or “Norsemen” must be used with 
restraint, if at all. The names of dismissed Bishops 
may not be printed in announcements of religious 
meetings. And so on, through a long and irksome 
list of rules. 

When Fascism’s war on freedom of the press is 
mentioned, the average person thinks of suppressed 
or distorted news. The Fuehrer’s minions pay 
advertising a neat compliment as another source of 
public information when they extend their ban to its 
functioning. : 
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AXIS SLOGANS REVISED. 

From Rome via Bern comes the news that Mus- 
solini’s newspaper, Il Popolo Italia, has changed its 
war slogan. It used to read “Vinceremmo” (We Will 
Win), but it was revised the other day to “Non Vin- 
cerrano” (They Won't Win). 

A similar phenomenon is reported in Germany. 
William L. Shirer still reads the Nazi press, by 
means of underground channels, and he finds that 
Hitler’s paper, the Voelkischer Beobachter, is also 
playing a different propaganda tune. For about a 
year it has proclaimed daily, “Alle Kraefte fuer den 
Sieg” (roughly, All-out for Victory), but on Jan. 26, 
Shirer notes, one word was changed, to make the 
slogan read “Alle Kraefte fuer den Krieg” (All-out 
for War). 

No translation from Japan's press is available 
as yet, but no doubt the recent Allied achievements 
have brought about an editing of Tojo’s battle cries, 
too. 
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THE PEACE MUST BE WON AS WELL AS THE WAR. 


Clare Luce and Lord Londonderry

Ominous revival of Tory doctrine is noted on both sides of At- 
lantic by British writer; new Congresswoman and “paleolithic pol- 
itician” in Parliament take similar narrow views on post-war avia- 
tion; hopes someone will give Mrs. Luce some elementary lessons.

LONDON, 

O one could have heard either the Pres- 
Nicene or the Premier’s latest speeches 

without a new sense of confidence in 
the military outcome of the war. No doubt 
the shipping problem remains grave; no 
doubt, also, before we land in Europe, per- 
haps even before we clear the enemy out 
of North Africa, there will be disappoint- 
ments to be endured and heavy casualties 
to be suffered, but no one following in care- 
ful detail the course of events can doubt 
now that the course is set for victory. 


That is evident not merely in the con- 
tinued massive sweep forward of the Rus- 
sian armies; strategically as well as tact- 
ically it is obvious that the Germans have 
lost the power to wrest the initiative from 
the Russians. It is evident in the fact that 
Churchill’s speech was the utterance of a 
man who has seen his way clear to a 
pretty precise plan of action. 


Old Guard Is Reviving. 


We are on the road to military victory. 
I hope no one is going to assume that we 
are on the road thereby to enduring peace. 
There were one or two signs last week 
of that ominous kind which indicates that 
protagonists of the old world have not by 
any means abandoned their outworn tra- 
ditions. Most outstanding was the debate 
in Commons on the second reading of 
Labor Minister Ernest Bevin’s bill for regu- 
lation of the catering trade. The Govern- 
ment had a comfortable majority, but 113 
Conservatives voted against it, almost as 
many as voted in its favor. 

Now, this was a very moderate bill hav- 
ing the backing of all Conservative leaders 
in the Government and of an overwhelming 
majority of the Tory press. It is impossible 
to believe that it was fought so stoutly on 
its merits alone. It seems far more prob- 
able that those who voted against it had 
two objects in view. 

First, they wanted, if they could, to make 
things uncomfortable for Bevin, whose 
prestige as the outstanding member of the 
Cabinet apart from the Premier they were 
anxious to damage. If they could compel 
his resignation, they feel that a stout blow 
would be struck against the prestige of 
trade unionism. 


‘Tory Warning to Churchill. 


Their other purpose was more subtle. By 
rallying the legions of reaction against a 
bill of minor importance, it was their hope, 
I suspect, to make clear to Churchill that 
if so small a measure aroused so passion- 
ate a controversy he would be well advised 
to leave big issues, the Beveridge social se- 
curity scheme, for example, alone until 
after the war. 


Behind the facade of the catering bill, in 
fact, they were playing for a general delay 
in the whole social field. If they succeed, 
they hope we will reach victory without 
any economic changes of major importance. 


It is difficult for an Englishman not to 
connect this outlook with the warning is- 
sued to Americans last week by the Wall 
Street Journal. It told readers, I gather, 
that this was no time for Congress to 
tackle issues of social security, and it ex- 
pressed the view that we in this country 
might be usefully warned off lest our ex- 
ample prove contagious in America, 


I know, of course, that the Wall Street 
Journal represents an outlook on social 
matters that not even Col. McCormick 
could contemplate without dismay. But it 
is frankly disturbing that in both our coun- 
tries reactionary elements should be mov- 
ing on what are parallel lines. For there 
can be no real doubt that Beveridge is 
right in his insistence that his proposals 
lose their main value if they do not reach 
the statute books before the war ends. 


Peace Plan Needed Now. 


Our job is to prepare for peace now; un- 
less we do, the improvisations through 
which we try to meet its problems will 
make our victory, like the last, a Pyrrhic 
one. And if we do not act quickly, it may 
soon be too late. 


That is why reactionaries in both Britain 
and America are so ardently opposed to 
what they call “controversial” measures, by 
which, of course, they mean any disturbance 
of the status quo. We are to beat the Axis 
powers and get back to the habits of the 
Coolidge-Hoover epoch as quickly as we can. 


A third straw in the wind was the pres- 
sure by Clare Luce in Congress and by 
people like Lord Londonberry in the House 
of Lords for independent national action 
over civil aviation. 

If there is one matter calling out for 
international ownership and control, avia- 
tion is that matter. It is almost terrifying 
to think of the jungle we enter if ever the 
great powers among the United Nations 
begin independent action in this field. 


A Source of Future Peril. 


It is not merely that we will then repeat 
all the fantastic blunders of the early rail- 
road epoch; we will move into a nightmare 
of subsidized lines and freights and re- 
search and airports which, in the military 
context to which they are relevant, may 
easily breed an atmosphere out of which 
war is bred. 


I know, of course, that Londonderry is a 
politician the whole of whose career lies 
in the paleolithic period. He belongs, as far 
as any influence is concerned, to the un- 
buried dead. I know, also, that Miss Luce’s 
importance is the factitious significance 
she derives from a sharp tongue and her 
position as the wife of Henry Luce. But 
it is a bad sign that this kind of approach 
should be in the mind of Luce’s wife. 


Hundreds of thousands of people take 
their opinions from Time and Life (Luce 
publications) and though Henry Wallace 
and Mrs. Roosevelt said with emphasis 
what needed to be said, it is grim to think 
that these survivals of anachronistic na- 
tionalism can still distribute poison for 
popular consumption. 


Londonderry is too old to re-educate, but 
I hope someone in Washington will, before 
it is too late, give Clare Luce some ele- 
mentary lessons in the economics of the 
new world. She is still young enough to 
learn from experience.

New Books on Nation’s History 
By Two Pairs of Collaborators 


“The American Spirit: A Stady eof the iden of 
Civilisation in the United States,” by Chartes A. 
and Mary R. Beard. (Macmillan Co., New York.) 

“America: The Story of a Free People,” by Alias 
Nevins and Henry Steele Commager. (Little, 
Brown & Co., Boston.) 

HE most successful husband-and-wife 
writing team in American literature 

must surely be twinkling-eyed, white-haired 
Charles Austin Beard and his mate in life 
and letters, Mary Ritter Beard, also a 
Hoosier by birth, whom he married in 1900. 
They would doubtless rate that distinction 
on one work alone, “The Rise of American 
Civilization,” which appeared in 1927 and- 
at once became a landmark in the writing 
of American history, so fascinatingly did it 
combine politics, economics, diplomacy, 
manners and morals, greatly to enlarge the 
traditional field of history. 

Those first two black-backed volumes, 
sub-titled “The Agricultural Era” and “The 
Industrial Era,” were joined by a third in 
1939, “America in Midpassage,” which told 
with the same sly humor the story of 
America from the “fair and good scene” 
upon which Calvin Coolidge looked to the 
revival of Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs. The first book listed above now 
becomes the fourth in the series.

It is not at all like its predecessors. 
These are not the leaves of a sweeping 
chronicle, enlivened with flash after flash 
of delightful wit. This time the Beards 
give us nearly 700 pages of what thoughtful 
Americans have written and said about the 
contributions of the United States to the 
views that men in this part of the world 
have held and acted upon. When they 
have reduced their search to its simplest 
terms, the Beards find that the representa- 
tive American has believed above all else 
in the concept of civilization. 

Not every reader who was captivated by 
earlier volumes of “The Rise” will get as 
much out of this one. How a long line of 
Americans have appraised our civilization 
is something not so easy to get one’s teeth 
into. Yet for many, this will be the most 
exciting volume of the four, since it leaves 
it for the reader to do his part in the search 
and to join in the judgment-making. 
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In “America: The Story of a Free Peo 
ple,” two leading professors of history at 
Columbia University collaborate to provide 
a fresh, short narrative of our nation and 
the men and women who have made it 
what it is. They begin with the arrival of 
three storm-beaten ships of Capt. Chris- 
topher Newport at Chesapeake Bay on an 
April morning in 1607 and come down to 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. All in all, the 
book is an excellent performance. 

One of the finer qualities of this co-au- 
thorship is its able characterization of lead- 
ing figures. Thus, F. D. R.: “He was 
politically astute, understood the art of 
leadership, had a talent for apt phrases, 
and the best radio voice in America. Oppor~- 
tunistic as to means, he was tenaciously 
consistent as to ends; compromised on non- 
essentials but rarely on essentials; trusted 
politicians’ but did not distrust experts; was 
sensitive to public opinion -but did not 
hesitate to mold it or fear to challenge it.”

Private reports on Gandhi’s condition—not always reliable—are 
considerably more alarming than the cautiously worded communiques 


of the six doctors attending him. 

Yet the temper of the general 
public is by no means at fever 
pitch. It is bitter and it is sor- 
rowful. But even though the Vice- 
roy appears inflexible, even though 
communiques on Gandhi’s health 
have held little promise, the relig- 
jous side of the Indian character 
refuses to give up hope. 

This ig truer of the Hindu mass- 
es than of their miore realistic 
leaders. It is not uncommon to 
hear it said by the man in the 
street that Gandhi—who is a near- 
deity to millions—will not die be- 
cause his work is unfinished and 
because he has said he does not 
desire to die. That part of the 
population, at least, is looking for 
its clews not to communiques but 
to Providence. 

Conference of Leaders. 

There was something unreal and 
rather futile about the conference 
of the Indian leaders which con- 
vened in a decorated tent on the 
lawn of a swanky residential 
street in New Delhi yesterday. 
Inside the tent were 250 men and 
women, including Indian capital- 
ists, prominent figures from almost 
every important party and relig- 
fous sect. They met finally, today, 
to sign their joint appeal. In the 
street outside, stood a crowd of a 
hundred or so demonstrators, 
mostly students, who climbed trees 
to catch a glimpse of the proceed- 
ings and occasionally let out a 
shout, “Long live the revolution.” 
The police were conspicuous for 
their absence. 

A demonstrator greeted an Eng- 
lish correspondent with a few cat 
calls. And when an autograph 
hunter approached an American 
correspondent for his signature, a 
voice was heard to say: “We had 
expected more than autographs 
from you Americans.” 

Presiding at yesterday’s meeting 
was the heavy-featured, black-spec- 
tacled Chakravarchi Rajagopala- 
chari, who was forced out of 
Gandhi's Congress party last year 
because of his opposition to civil 
disobedience and his advocacy of 
a compromise settlement with the 
Moslems and the British, at least 
for the duration of the war. 

Rajagopalachari’s view remains 
unchanged, but like numbers of 
other Indians who oppose Gandhi's 
political methods, he is at the fore- 
front of the movement to save 
Gandhi's life. 

‘Life Hanging by a Thread.’ 

Pleading in behalf of the “entire 
Indian people” for Gandhi's re- 
lease, Rajagopalachari pointed out 
that Gandhi “terribly overestimat- 
ed” his fasting capacity and that 
his life was “hanging by a thread.” 

He asserted that there will be 
“no hope for the country for a 
long time if Gandhi is allowed to 
extinguish himself on this occa- 
sion.” He continued: “The Gov- 
ernment apprehends that to free 
Gandhi means difficulties. I have 
said and I say again that the 
moment he is released the work 
of the Government will be eased. 
I have no doubt of it.” 

Rajagopalachari said that pray- 
ers for Gandhi were being said in 
many places in the country and 
that a suggestion had been made 
for a nationwide day of prayer. 

This is Gandhi's ninth fast in 
26 and his third with a 
fixed limit of 21 days. His two 
previous 2i-day fasts were suc- 
cessfully completed, but Gandhi 
was enjoying more vigorous health 
then. 

Gandhi's first fast, in March, 
1918, lasted only three days but 
was effective in forcing mill own- 
ers at Ahmedabad to come to terms 
with striking workers. His sec- 
ond, taken as penance for the riot- 
ing which broke out during the 
visit of the Prince of Wales to 
India in November, 1921, went on 
five days and won him much popu- 
lar sympathy. 


The third fast in September,

1924, was a protest against Hindu- 
‘Moslem disorders for which 
Gandhi felt some responsibility. 
He announced he would go with- 
out food for 21 days and he did. 
Fast Unto Death Wins. 

Eight years later, in September, 

1932, dhi began his fourth fast 
was to be unto death. It 
grew out of Britain’s so-called 
communal award giving the 
Indian untouchables separate 
electorates. Gandhi strongly ob- 
jected because of the accentuation 
of caste differences which the 
communal award entailed. 

He won his point after seven 
days’ abstinence when hasty ne- 
gotiations produced the com- 
promise Poona pact. In May, 1933, 
he resorted to fasting for the fifth 
time, setting his limit at 21 days. 
He was in jail when the fast be- 
gan but was immediately released. 
Nevertheless, he went through 
with it.

Gandhi described it as “purifi-

Fast No. 6 came in August the 
same year and was for the purpose 
of obtaining improved propaganda 
facilities for the untouchable cause. 
Gandhi immediately broke his fast 
when released from jail seven days 
later. His condition had deteri- 
orated badly. 

In July, 1934, Gandhi again did 
penance, fasting because of a mob 
attack on party demonstrators. 
This fast, his seventh, lasted seven 
days. 

One Mistaken Fast. 


His inner voice spoke again in 
March, 1939, when he started his 
fast unto death to force the ruling 
Prince of the tiny Rajkot state to 
institute certain reforms. But 
four days later, after the Viceroy 
had intervened, Gandhi abandoned 
his fast. He later admitted that 
his inner voice had done him 
wrong and that the fast was a 
mistake. He had yielded to 
“himsa,” or coercion, when all 
fasts by Gandhian standards 
should be based on ahimsa, or 
conversion. 

Although the Indian Government 
has more than once resorted to 
forcible feeding to keep Indian 
hunger strikers alive, it is almost 
certain that no attempt will be 
made in this case. Gandhi in his 
writings has strongly condemned 
forcible feeding as “undue liberty: 
with the human body which is too 
sacred to be trifled with even if 
it belongs to a prisoner.” If the 
prisoner decides to starve himself, 
he should be allowed to do so, 
according to Gandhi's thesis. 


ZERO NOT A SUPER-PLANE 
IN TESTS, GEN. ARNOLD SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP).— 
Lieut, Gen. Henry H. Aronld, chief 
of the Army Air Forces, returning 
from a tour of combat areas, has 
reported that tests of a captured 
Japanese plane “exploded the the- 
ory that the Zero is a super-air- 
plane.

SILVER LINING IN U. S. DEFEAT

AD news from Tunisia is off- 
set by events in Russia and 
the last seven days yields a 
heavy credit showing in Allied 
favor. 

American defeat In Central Tu- 
nisia takes on a less ominous cast 
on more complete information. It 
becomes virtually certain, for ex- 
ample, that the Nazi attack was 
purely a limited local operation. It 
widened the Tunisian communica- 
tion corridor and so crippled 
French-American forces that a 
considerable time must elapse be- 


fore they can again threaten Rom- 


mel. 

It also is now clear that it was 
in no sense an American rout but 
an orderly retreat. That is highly 
important. It means that in its 
first major battle test an untried 


American Army proved its mettle. 
Outmatched in weight of armor as 
well as numbers, it fell back under 
orders to conserve its personnel 
and equipment. 

That represents both unshaken 
morale in the ranks and effective 
staff work. It promises well for 
the future of American operations. 

Russian recapture of Kharkov 
was the dominant event of the 
week on the Eastern front. More 
Soviet successes seem in the mak- 
ing all the way from Orel in the 
north to Taganrog in the south, as 
well as deep in enemy lines west 
of Kharkov.

Peace Rumors 
Indicate End of 
Axis Solidarity 

European Observers 
Seek to Analyze 


Reich Propaganda

AVES of peace rumors are 
W awecping Europe these days, 

Finland is said to be paving 
the way for negotiations with 
Russia. Rumania is establishing 
contacts with Turkey. Hungary, 
through various clandestine chan- 
nels, is trying to enlist Allied 
sympathy for its cause. Bulgaria, 
too, is extending peace feelers 
toward the Allied camp. Italy is 
gently pushing open a back door 
through which, at the opportune 
moment, it hopes to escape from 
its Axis obligations and the war. 
Even Germany is wondering 
whether the Allies might not be 


induced to make a compromise 
peace in view of the Russian 
threat. 


As for Russia, it is said that 
once it has reconquered its lost 
territories, it may well make peace 
with Germany and, while it pur- 
sues the work of reconstruction, 
leave the other belligerents to 
bleed themselves to death. 


These are some of the stories 
which are being told and discussed 
in foreign circles here today. Most 
serious-minded observers pay rela- 
tively little attention to them be- 
yond seeking to analyze the propa- 
ganda that clearly lies behind 
them, 


Axis Solidarity Vanishes. 


One fact which emerges from all 
these stories is that Axis solidarity 
today exists only in the mouths of 
the Nazi and Fascist satellite lead- 
ers. The conviction of German 
victory on which the Axis coalition 
was originally based has been com- 
pletely shattered by the military 
developments of the last four 
months. 


Europe’s few remaining neutrals 
are filled today with Axis satel- 
lite propaganda designed to enlist 
Allied sympathy for the countries 
“whom fate has so cruelly placed 
in false positions.” 


The Finns, Hungarians, Ruman- 
ians and Bulgarians are eager to 
establish Allied contacts with whom 
to plead their countries’ causes. 
They assert that all their sympa- 
thies are with the Allies except 
regarding Russia and anxiously 
ask what plans the Allies have to 
protect them from the Bolshevist 
menace, Conveniently, they forget 
to mention the three years now 
that they have been granting every 
assistance to the Allies’ enemies. 


Peace-Feelers False. 


But answer them with “uncondi- 
tional capitulation” or demands for 
deeds to prove their good faith 
and this impression very soon van- 
ishes. These peace-feelers — with 
the possible exception of Finland— 
are not backed by a genuine desire 
to break with the Axis. They are 
merely soundings of Allied deter- 
mination, interesting as revealing 
national psychologies. 


At the moment, it appears that 
if it were possible to trace all these 
various peace rumors to their

U.S. Bomber Bags 3 Nazi Fighters

Rescue Is Second for Crew of Capt. J. H. Diehl

Ue. as part of the intensified attempt to knock out German in- 
dustry and bases, Johnny Diehl saw his best friend, piloting another 
Liberator bomber, begin to straggle behind. 


A few minutes later, when 
Diehl’s ship, “Blackjack,” had 
made its run over the target and 
dropped its bombs, it was too late 
for him to go to the rescue— 
Messerschmitts and Focke-Wulfs 
had pounced on the wounded Lib- 
erator. P 

Diehl saw’ his pal’s ship ex- 
plode into bits. 


Has Saved Two Crews. 


Since that day over Abbeville, 
Capt. John H. Diehl Jr., of Carls- 
bad, N. M., son of a United States 
Forest Ranger of California, has 
made a point of watching out for 
stragglers. Two Liberator crews 
are still alive and bombing Europe 
because of Diehl's protecting gun- 
fire. 

“We'd go through hell and half 
of Georgia for him,” said Capt. 
Diehl’s tailgunner, Sergt. Milford 
L. Spears of Springfield, Mo. “Im- 
agine how the crews of those two 
planes feel about him then, They 
wouldn’t be alive today but for 
Capt. Diehl.” 

Capt. James E. O’Brien of 
Monongahela, Pa., was the first to 
be saved by Capt. Diehl, Home- 
ward bound after making a bomb- 
ing run on the Wilhelmshaven 
raid of Jan. 27, Capt. O’Brien’s 
ship was attacked by F'W-190s and 
ME-109s. One but a 20mm. shell 
through’ the nose of the ship, kill- 
ing the bombardier and seriously 
wounding the navigator. 

Other hits set the Liberator 
afire and killed the assistant 
radioman, The bomber was forced 
to drop out of formation—away 
from the cover of scores of ma- 
chine guns and cannon until it 
was a “sitting duck” for the Ger- 
mans, 


‘Blackjack’ to Rescue. 


Capt. Diehl saw Capt. O’Brien 
lag behind. Immediately, he swung 
out of formation, working in along- 
side of Capt. O’Brien, all guns fir- 
ing. He covered him until Capt. 
O’Brien was able to regain and 
maintain a secure position in the 
formation by what the Eighth 
Air Force calls “extraordinary 
skill, calmness and flying ability.” 

Last Monday, coming back to 
England after the Liberators’ raid 
on Dunkerque, the whole group 
ran into severe fighter opposition 
over the Channel. Messerschmitts 
and Focke-Wulfs stabbed at the 
Liberators, seeking a weak spot, 
hoping to find a straggler. Massed 
gunfire, with enough guns always 
bearing from the tight formation, 
drove them away. 

But two Liberators had been 
badly hit by antiaircraft fire They 
began to lag. Capt. Diehl prompt- 
ly peeled out of formation to their 
rescue. One Liberator exploded 
and crashed into the sea before 
Capt. Diehl’s gunners could get 
range. Its gunners were still fir- 
ing when their ship disappeared. 

At the controls of the other 
Liberator, Capt. Thomas Cramer 
of Washington, D. C., was desper- 
ately trying to keep his ship from 
going into a spin and to fight off 
eight German fighters. It was 


only a matter of a few minutes 
unless he got help. 


Capt. Diehl came in with all 
guns blazing in the experienced 
hands of Sergt. Harold H. Gentry 
of Knoxville, Tenn., Sergt. Patrick 
H. McAtes Jr., of Henderson, Ky., 
Sergt. Stephen Servick of Pitts- 
burgh, Sergt. Joe Floyd Ward of 
Slocomb, Ala., Sergt. Spears and 
Sergt. Clyde W. Carlton of Lex- 
ington, N. C. Navigator Lieut. 
George J. Kelley of Richmond, Va., 
and the bombardier, Lieut. Herbert 
M. Light of Iowa City, Iowa, 
manned guns also while Capt. 
Diehl] and his co-pilot, Lieut. Ro- 
land Houston of Long Beach, Cal., 
jockeyed “Blackjack” about in in- 
credible positions so as to bring 
as many guns as possible to bear. 

Capt. Cramer’s gunners were 
firing steadily despite the crazy 
}angles of the plane as it con- 
tinued to fall toward the Channel. 

Two Germans exploded and fell 
into bits. Another German pilot 
suddenly slumped forward as his 
plane went out of control and dis- 
appeared in a cloud of smoke. A 
fourth German gave up the battle 
and scurried back to France. But 
the remaining four climbed out of 
range and hung on, tagging along 
until the English coast was 
reached. 

“We got our breath then and 
looked around to see how the other 
ship was doing—and she wasn’t 
doing too well,” Sergt Carlton said. 
“We could see she’d fall short of 
the beach and crash into the sea 
if she kept on losing altitude. Her 
No. 2 engine was completely 
feathered, useless, and her No. 1 
was windmilling. The other two 
were pulling, but smoke was com- 
ing out. Then we saw three men 
jump out in parachutes and go into 
the sea.” 

Capt. Cramer had called for vol- 
unteers to lighten the ship. With 
the decreased weight Capt. Cramer 
was able to get his ship into a 
crash landing on the water, so near 
the beach that when it bounced it 
landed on the sand. 

They don’t talk much about such 
things here where the Liberator 
bomber crews are based. Always 
they discuss German fighters, Ger- 
man flak, German targets, and 
how finally they were given a raid 
entirely of their own (the Dun- 
kerque sortie), how their com- 
manding officer and his flying 
|companion, Col, Leon W. Johnson, 
has since praised thefm for ac- 
curacy in that day’s pinpoint 
bombing, how they like to get it 
over with and go home. 

But the way these Liberator 
youngsters look at Capt. Diehl, and 
the way their eyes light up when 
“Blackjack” is mentioned, doesn’t 
need words. It tells its own story. 

And the correspondent, living out 
here and watching these American 
boys. go into action against the 
toughest flak and some of the best 
German fighter pilots anywhere, 
finds it hard to put into words too. 
It all sums up into an inter- 
mingling of pride and respect and 
joy that we have got such men 


fighting’for us.

permanent liaison officer between 
the two French fighting areas, 
will play a top role. 

On the other hand, the prospects 
for converting this working ar- 
rangement into a basis for setting 
up a provisional Government for 
all of France are not seen here as 
bright.

In the wreckage were 
three dead men and three deadly 
unexploded bombs. 

A chubby little major drove up 
to the wrecked plane. Disregard- 
ing the bombs, he removed the 
bodies and buried them. Two days 
later he drove back along the road 
and saw the plane still on the road, 
the bombs still inside, 

“T don’t know what’s the matter 
with that demolition squad,” said 
the Major mildly. “Someone is 
going to run into this wreckage 
and get hurt if those bombs aren’t 
taken out.” 

He sighed, then walked into the 
wreckage alone and picked up one 
of the bombs. He staggered out 
with it and carried it some dis- 
tance from the roadside. Then he 
went through the same ticklish 
business twice again, until all three 
bombs were safely out of the way. 

“That night we were going by 
the place again,” he recalls, “and 
darned if my driver didn’t run 
smack dab into that old plane, 
We weren't hurt. Still, if those 
bombs had been there .. .” 

That’s just one of the ways in 
which Maj. Harry P. Abbott of 
Little Rock, Ark., an armored 
force chaplain, has become a chief 
pinch-hitter and utility fielder ex- 
traordinary for the American Army 
in Tunisia. (Formerly he was 
chaplain at Jefferson Barracks, 
St. Louis.) - 

Often Bombed. 

Bombed and strafed so often he 
thinks no more of it than a sudden 
shower, he has driven more than 
5000 miles along Algerian and 
Tunisian roads to hold church 
services, visit wounded soldiers in 
base hospitals and bring them 
eggs, tangerines and cigarettes, 
bury the dead, deliver mail to 
front-line units, give first aid and 
take the latest news and Army 
gossip to isolated outposts, 

Whenever there is an emergency 
mission to be performed, Army 
men begin to look around for Maj. 
Abbott and his two assistants, who 
go with him everywhere—and that 
‘has included trips through bullet 
fire. They are Corp. Henry Whip- 
ple, former organist and choir di- 
rector of the First Methodist 
Church in Alliance, O., and Pvt. 
Vernon Dehrs, son of George 
Dehrs, Route 3, Allentown, Pa. 

“During the early days of the 
campaign we were in constant dan- 
ger from snipers, and our burial 
parties had to operate at night,” 
Maj. Abbott recalls. “Once we had 
a detail of seven men digging 
graves by searchlight. | 

“Suddenly their work was inter- 
rupted by the rat-tat-tat of ma- 
chine-gun fire over their heads. It 
was funny. I never before saw 
men so eager to get into their 
graves. 

“I would have done the same 
thing myself, except I thought 
there would be a traffic jam, so I 
just dropped flat where I was. After 
the firing subsided, an officer rode 
up on a motorcycle and explained 
it was an accident. He thought 
we were the enemy.” 

Lives Like a Gypsy. 

The Major, a short, ruddy man 
with twinkling eyes and a homely 
way of speech, lives like a gypsy. 

He is lucky if one night in seven 
he finds a cot or dilapidated bed 
to sleep in. Usually he has_ to 
bunk under a tent or in the open. 
On Sundays he is busiest, often 
holding six or more church services 
with various units between dawn 
and dusk, 

Maj. Abbott is a handy man to 
have around in an armored regi- 
ment. He knows the intricacies of 
a gasoline motor as well as he does 
the Bible. He is one of the few 
Army chaplains to take the full 
orientation course for the armored 
corps. As a result, he knows how 
to pilot light, medium and heavy 
tanks, can operate their guns and 
is able to ride or repair a motor- 
cycle and drive two-and-a-half-ton 
trucks, half-tracks, jeeps, peeps— 
every vehicle in an armored regi- 
ment. 

“IT can also take an airplane up, 
but I haven’t learned yet how to 
bring one down,” he says. 

His knowledge of first aid has 
helped save more than one life. 

“We were arranging for burial 
services after one engagement, 
when a soldier ran up and shouted 
that his buddy had just been shot. 
I found the lad with a large, gap- 
ing wound in his side. 

“I sprinkled sulfanilamide into 
the wound, gave him a shot of 
morphine—there is a supply in ev- 
ery tank that goes into action— 
and put on a ‘surgical dressing. 

“Fortunately, an ambulance 
driven by a French Red Cross 
mademoiselle passed just then, It 
took him to a French hospital. In 
a few days he was on the road to 
recovery.” 


Journey for Gelatine. 

Once when he inquired ag to the 
condition of a young officer badly 
injured by bomb fragments the 
hospital doctors told him they 
might save his life if they could 
obtain some gelatine. Maj. Abbott 


hopped into his peep and drove 60 
miles to another hospital. It was

out of gelatine, too. He drove to 
the nearest port. The third Brit- 
ish ship he climbed aboard had a 
supply of gelatine and readily 
gave it to him. 

In visiting hospitals the Major 
distributes cigarettes and candy 
among the German as well as the 
Allied wounded. 

“You can see the Nazism going 
out of their faces when you give 
them a cigarette and a kind word,” 


steered wrong on a lot of other 
things.” 


Identifying the Dead. 
The saddest and yet one 
most nec tasks at th 
is the identification of battle 
Often it is difficult, and it is 
strictly speaking part of a 
lain’s duty, but into this work 


of his energy. 

“Unidentified dead are naturally 
listed in Army records as 
in action. For years the relatives 


the man is dead, it is better that 
his people know it at once so that 
their suspense is over.” 

In solving cases of uncertainty, 

. Abbott has shown unrivaled 
persistence and detective skill. For 
example, when a Fiying Fortress 
crashed in the mountains, six crew 
members escaped with injuries and 
four perished in flames. 

After a perilous drive through 
rugged country to reach the scene, 
the chaplain searched and removed 
each of the four bodies, charting 
the position of each in the plane 
before doing so. The men were 
then buried with full military rites, 
but they were as yet unidentified 
as the flames had destroyed their 
identification tags. ~ 

By visiting hospitals all the way 
from the Tunisian front to Algiers, 
Maj. Abbott found every one of the 
six injured survivors and 
interviews with them obtained the 
names of the dead, There still re- 
mained the problem of identifying 
each body specifically. 

“My search was complicated, too, 
by the fact that the plane car- 
ried the baggage of an eleventh 
man who was not aboard at the 
time of the crash. My talks with 
the survivors ruled him out. 

“The position of one man’s body 
indicated he was the radio opera- 
tor. I identified another man by 
his position in the wreckage after 
I learned that he had been about 
to leap out when it hit the ground. 
Under the third body I found 12 
charred $10 bills. He was the man 
who had been paid just before the 
flight. That made it possible to 
identify the fourth body by deduc- 
tion, since he was the’ only one 
left.” 

The graves of all four men are 
now well marked, and after the 
war their bodies can be returned 
to cemeteries in the United States, 
Sighs for Old 

Maj. Abbott, whose activities in 
conjunction with other chaplains 
in the field have antedated by 
several weeks any welfare work 
at the front by formal agency, is a 
native of Waynesville, Il. Heisa 
pastor of the United Brethren 
Church in Christ and attended 
Bonebrake Theological Seminary 
at Dayton, O. In 1940, when he 
re-entered the Army, he held a pas- 
torate at Munising, Mich. 

On the morning efter his thirty- 
eighth birthday, he stood in the 
doorway of a debris-littered home 
in a little bombed village behind 
the front. The wind tugged at his 
raincoat and made him shiver 
slightly. Ahead lay a cold 75-mile 
peep ride through raw, wet hills 
under a sodden sky. He said rather 
wistfully: 

“You know, back at Fort Knox 
I had the first new chapel built 
there. It had a beautiful pipe or- 
gan. I sure do miss that little 
chapel.” 

Then, as if ashamed at voicing 
such a thought, the soldier of the 
Lord stamped forth resolutely into 
the rain, 


Maj.. Abbott’s wife, now at 
Little Rock, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had served as chaplain 
at Jefferson Barracks in 1930. On 
a June day that year she drove to 
Jefferson Barracks on a sight- 
seeing trip with her mother, Mrs. 
George R. Shobe, 3535 Victor 
street. 

“He was a Captain then and as 
we drove by we saw him riding a 
beautiful horse,” Mrs, Abbott said, 
“We loved horses and stopped for 
a moment. He rode over and spoke 
to my mother. He asked us to visit 
the chapel the following Sunday.” 

A romance developed, and they 
were married in September.

Pro- 
posed in the confidential report 
of the recent American technical 
mission to Brazil, it has already 
won considerable support from in- 
terested Government departments 
here. 

Between Rio and St. Louis there 
are eight stations on the projected 
line. With one exception, all of 
these already have directional and 
other air transport facilities that 
could be put into immediate use. 
They also have adjacent land and 
water landing areas.

| Use of Gliders Planned. 

Transport planes considerably 
slower than those used in pas- 
senger-carrying service would tow 
strings of cargo-carrying gliders.

The Waco Aircraft Co. has in 
mass production a troop-carrying 
glider that could transport a use- 
ful load of about three tons.

America that are not now equipped 
to take part in international trade 
could do a direct-by-mail business 
between one country and another. 

Trade could be enormously 
speeded up. A Chicago plow want- 
ed in Sao Paulo could be ordered 
and paid for by telegraph and 
shipped to the Brazilian city with- 
in a few days, whereas today sev- 
eral weeks are required. Plans 
for high-speed merchandise trad- 
ing were discussed by the mission 
to Brazil and by a similar Bra- 
zilian mission which visited Wash- 
ington. 


Brazil now has facilities for 
making small gliders and plans to 
make larger ones later. More than 
100 glider pilots have been through 
the first training phase and are 
permitted to fly, but they will have 
further training from United States 
Army experts. At the suggestion 
of the Co-ordinator of Inter-Amer- 
ican Affairs, Nelson Rockefeller, 
the War Department has been 
asked to send three suitable tow- 
ing planes and 12 gliders with 
trained personnel to operate them 
to Corinto. 

Those who are fostering the new 
cargo line say that the cargo plane 
can now compete on a dollar and 
cents basis with surface-bound 
transportation. Today the cost 
may be several times greater, but 
this ig because of wartime condi- 
tions. In the period immediately 
after the war it is believed that 
converted war planes will be used 
for long-line cargo service, as is 
projected between Rio and St. 
Louis. 


Line May Be Extended. 

Eventually the line would be 
extended to Buenos Aires on a 
great circle route from Sao Paulo. 
A plan is under study in South 
America whereby adjacent coun- 
tries would join.together to carry 
on foreign trade, thereby eliminat- 
ing the tariff and other obstacles 
which limit trade on a continent 
which is broken into so many po- 
litical divisions. 

As visualized in the report, an 
area would be served by a number 
of gliders and a comparatively 
small number of towing planes.

Comparative Figures. 

Latest available figures com- 
piled by the Attorney General's 
office on the relative volume of 
litigation in the Eastern and West- 
ern districts are for the year ended 
June 30, 1941.

540 criminal prosecutions were in- 
stituted in the Eastern District 
and 359 in the Western. Civil 
cases filed in the Eastern District 
totaled 565 and in the Western 
District 238. At the close of the 
year there were pending 657 civil 
cases in the Eastern District and 
in the Western only 123. 

A later compilation, dealing only 
with condemnation cases, shows 
that in the period between June 
30, 1940, and last Nov. 20, there 
were 992 of these in the Eastern 
District and 98 in the Western 
District. 

These are some of the reasons 
why lawyers in the eastern part 
of the State want an Eastern Mis- 
souri man for the new judgeship.

Joessings are Norwegians who 
approved, and their number in- 
creased after April 9, 1940, when 
the Nazis invaded Norway.

ment by one of two ways, and only two. 
They may submit to a conqueror, like Hitler; 
or they may set up a free government, as our 
forefathers did at Philadelphia. The second 
way, the way of our courageous forefathers, 
seems too difficult, too daring. The first 
way, which Hitler called the New Order, we 
rejected—quite properly. 

But he gffered it, and it appealed to many 
Quislings, not merely to Quislings who were 
bribed. It appealed because men everywhere 
were becoming dimly aware that a world 
community divided into separate, independent 
armed camps, each insisting on its sover- 
eignty, its right to do whatever seems in its 
own interests, regardless of the rest of this 
new, close-knit world community, cannot pos- 
sibly prevent the anarchy that we now call 
world war. Knowing that the system of 
national sovereign states cannot save civiliza- 
tion, and faced with no other practical al- 
ternative than the New Order, they sadly 
and grimly chose Hitler. Better government 
under a tyranny, they said, than no govern- 
ment at all—than a holocaust of young men 
every 25 years. 2 

But such men forgot the other way gov- 
ernment can be set up — free government. 
Hobbes knew that this other way existed and 
would always exist. But this second way of 
getting government is the tough way, the 
American way, the wise way. True, it has 
been used, not only in America, but in 
Canada, in Australia, in South Africa, in 
Switzerland, in many places. But it was 
invented in Philadelphia and it was applied 
in America first. 


America’s Great Contribution 
To Political Problems of Man. 


It, and not freedom, is the great American 
contribution to the political problem of man- 
kind. Countless states, including those gal- 
lant little Greek states that fought against 
the overwhelming forces of the Persiar King 
of Kings, have known what freedom was and 
died in its cause before the English word 
freedom ever existed. But it remained for 
our forefathers at Philadelphia to set up a 
common government for the citizens of many 
sovereign states, citizens of many racial and 
cultural backgrounds, of many mutual an- 
tipathies, separated by far greater distances 
in terms of actual man hours of travel time 
than any place on the globe is now separated 
from any other place on the globe. 


It was a daring thing—what those Ameri- 
cans did. But it was not “impractical.” 
There were plenty of men who declared that 
it was hare-brained. But our forefathers 
stuck to their point. They would not give 
up their local state governments. They had 
just fought to throw off tyranny. And they 
knew there must be a common government, 
capable of commanding obedience in certain 
common matters from every citizen in each 
of their separate states, and capable inci- 
dentally of protecting every citizen of every 
state. ‘ 

It was a generous thing they did, but it 
was a generosity in which no foolish senti- 
mentality entered. It was the realistic solu- 
tion of a desperately important problem. 

And though there were men who thought 
there was a kind of treason for George Wash- 


ington to belp set up a government “higher’’ 


» 


than the government of his own sovereign 
state, George Washington was no traitor. 
He was wise enough to know that if Virginla 
and the other independent states retained the 
right to make war or peace, to pursue each 
its own foreign policy, the price would be 
perpetual anarchy in that Atlantic coast com- 
munity that stretched from New Hampshire 
to Georgia and would some day stretch to 
the Pacific. 

Our forefathers, citizens of 13 separate 
sovereign states, each jealous of its complete 
sovereignty, deliberately limited that sov- 
ereignty by placing enough of it in the hands 
of a common government to guarantee the 
safety and civilized existence of all the citi- 
And now the airplane 
has dropped into our laps the identical prob- 
lem our forefathers, under other circum- 
stances, solved. The airplane, together with 
other new inventions in transportation and 
communication, has dumped the problem in 
our laps. If we refuse to look at it, there are 
other things that airplanes know how to 
dump. 


Problems, Yes; but Ways 
Can Be Found to Do the Job. 


The community for which we are called 
upon to set up a common government offers 
many complex problems that the Philadelphia 
convention did not have to solve. Any con- 
stitutional convention that met today to set 
up government in a lawless world of inde- 
pendent states would have a job on its hands. 
But ways could be found to do the job. The 
League of Nations would not work, because 
it was not a government responsible to all 
the citizens of all the component states; it 
was a diplomatic association of the govern- 
ments of those states. Our forefathers had 
gone through the same disillusionment tinder 
the ‘“‘Articles of Confederation’’ when they 
took ‘he bull by the horns and set up gov- 
ernment. And if we face problems they did 
not face, so did they face some tough ones 
we would not have to solve. 


It is more than possible that we, unlike 
our forebears, will fail to meet the challenge. 
If so, where they built, we shali destroy; 
where they won freedom for their posterity, 
we shall hand on to our descendants more 
chaos, more bloodshed, and that final despair 
that anarchy breeds and that, at the last, 
brings men to their knees before any tyrant 
that can keep the peace. For men will not 
tolerate anarchy indefinitely; as the chance 
of a peaceful existence recedes, the friends 
of Caesar multiply. 


My reader may retort that, if peace is to be 
imposed, we will impose it, not allow Hitler 
to impose it on us. 

Well, if we do, we shall learn what the 
Romans learned, and what the men at Phila- 
delphia knew; that a government that im- 
poses peace by force on foreigners, soon 
learns to impose it on its citizens at home. 
There are those among us who will have 
none of Caesar, even a victorious American 
Caesar.

Declaration for Federation 
Deadly Blow at Our Foes. 


Were the American people to declare now 
for world federation, we would strike a 
deadly blow at our foes. Goebbels would of 
course tell his Gtrman audience it was a 


trick, like the “trick” that Wilson played 
when he offered his 14 points. But Adolf 
Hitler would have hysterics. For it was 
Hitler who said that nothing could defe:; 
him but the force of an explosive idea. 

New Order was such an idea, precisely t 
cause subconsciously men everywhere &k 
there must be government and law in the 
new community the airplane had created. 
But the New Order has lost its attractive 
power; by denying the principle of freedom 
to government, it failed to win over Britain. 
Britain held out, until the rest of the world, 
outraged by Nazi brutality and stupidity 
joined in. We Americans announced we 
were fighting the Nazis to save freedom. 


Most surely, freedom is worth fighting for. 
But we still know in our hearts that when 
that glorious freedom has been won, ti 
other half of the problem remains; law for 
the world community. 


Until we face that other half of the prob- 
lem we shall fight on, grimly no doubt, but 
with a gnawing uneasiness about the future, 
And the Nazis will have, as the strongest 
weapon in their arsenal, the fact that our 
side is apparently fighting to bring back the 
’20s and the ’30s, to bring back a system that 
breeds wars as surely and as fast as a corpse 
breeds flies, and for the same reason, because 
the system is dead and its friends affection- 
ately refuse to btry it. 


No, we are not fighting for freedom alone, 
though we must fight, and fight hard, for 
that. Most of us still think it is all we are 
fighting for, because we are still trying te 
dodge the difficult political problem that 
created the war and will keep creating wars 
until it is solved. 


Constitution Promises 


Justice Before Liberty. 

We are fighting for law, for government, 
for justice. We talk of our freedom-loving 
forebears, but the preamble of the American 
Constitution promises to “establish justice” 
before it promises ‘“‘to secure the Blessings 
of Liberty.” Until there is law ir our 
world, and a law that no man can transgress, 
even in the name of a national state, with- 
out bringing punishment on hi: head, an- 
archy in international affairs will be our po- 
litical heritage, underlined by blockbusters 
and the screams of dying children. 


Will we Americans remember in time the 
American way of setting up government in a 
new community——for that is what the world 
@&mmunity, in effect, is? I do not know. 
When Vice-President Wallace and other Al- 
lied leaders hint at world Government, the 
response .s still hesitant. But eloquent as 
Mr. Wallace was on the subject, there is 
another voice more eloquent still. It is the 
voice of the bomber, and that voice grows 
louder as each improved model comes off 
the assembly line. Listen to it. It is tell- 
ing us what we are fighting for; freedom un- 
der law. It is telling us we belong to a worid 
community from which we could not escape 
if we would. It is telling us that'no man’s 
life is any longer safe in that community 
until it “establishes Justice” and thereby 
“secures the Blessings of Liberty to our- 
selves and our posterity.”

Later he 
took over the Colony Club at 744 
Rush, cut in Estelle on the dice 
game that was a major attraction 
to wine-and-dining Chicagoans who 
liked Colony Club food and floor 
shows. 

“She told me that when she 
worked at the Colony she made as 
high as $500 a week,” said Maxine 
Buturff at the inquest. Maxine and 
Estelle had shared an apartment 
since last May, meeting casually, 
then, after many years, to recall 
the days when they worked to- 
gether in Logan Square. 

Maxine, with blond upswept hair 
and soft brown eyes, shakes her 
head uncomprehendingly over what 
has happened, and the “Cinderella 
of the night clubs” stories that 
have raked over Estelle’s past. 

“She certainly didn’t seem like 
the girl I’ve been reading about in 


the papers.”

A prietor of the smart Michigan 

avenue dress shop in which 
Maxine owns a part interest, comes 
the same story. The girl they knew 
was lonely—so anxious to be with 
people that she often came to the 
shop at 5:30 in the afternoon and 
waited for closing time to join 
them for dinner. She neither 
drank nor smoked, went out some- 
times with Weymer, more often 
spent quiet days at the apartment 
reading, walking the perky Pome- 
ranian that firemen found whim- 
pering on the bed after she had 
been killed.

Maxine tells you. “I was looking 
for another roommate.” And so 
was Estelle. 

“She astounded me with her 
domesticity and simplicity. She 
was a wonderful cook. Not once 
did she ever have a man up to the 
apartment.”

They 
tell of how she gave her sister the 
best medical care for many months 
before Sylvia’s death two years 
ago; of'how she hurried to Detroit 
to nurse her brother through pneu- 
monia; of how she was always ask- 
ing that they recommend a worth- 
while book to read, and give her 
constructive criticism of her man- 
ner of speaking. 


“She read Gunther, van Paassen, 
things like that,” Monaster re- 
members, “and then we'd talk 
them over to be sure she was get- 
ting the most from them. We took 
her to our friends’ homes and they 
liked her and asked her to come 
again. Through Weymer she met 
the finest people and was accepted 
by them.” He looks thoughtfully 
around the blondewood cases in 
his shop and continues: 


“She dressed beautifully, and 
had a tremendously attractive per- 
sonality.

It’s not always the shoes that 
cause foot discomfort and destroy 
foot beauty, but the fault may be 
with the improper way in. which 
the feet are used, The shoes may 
fit perfectly yet corns may come 
from walking incorrectly. Walking 
with the toes pointed outward 
throws the weight on the inner 
border of the foot and this makes 
the smaller toes rub against the 
shoe. If you have a corn, find out 
why—don’t go on nursing it indefi- 
nitely. The correct way to walk 
is with the toes pointed straight 
ahead or even a trifle inward. 


If you have to stand a lot, learn 
how to rest the feet.

stretch the Achilles tendon in the 
back of the leg; this is the tendon 
that often becomes shortened when 
high heels are frequently worn, Put 
both feet on a chair in front of 
you and turn the feet as if you're 
trying to look at the soles.

realm of preserving and prolonging 
life. Now Lederle—its men, its 
women and, certainly not least, its 
thousands of experimental animals 
including horses, calves, rabbits, 
mice and guinea pigs—has gone to 
war! 


The piercing cry of desperation 
for a death-defying serum that oc- 
casionally dramatized the peace- 
time operations of the laboratory 
has become a daily command from 
the armed services, More vaccines! 
More anti-toxins! More serums 
- « ONO Ls 3 Mowe... . more! 
We must have them to live! And 
the men and the animals at Led- 
erle are turning them out. 


The spectacular phases of the 
work of the laboratory have be- 
come less evident to the casual ob- 
server, because stocks and sup- 


plies have been established for ci- 


vilian use at almost every conceiv- 
able civilized point. Nearly any 
newspaper reader can recall the 
responses by airplane to a death- 
bed call for pneumonia serum; the 
drive at break-neck speed with po- 
lice escort to carry tetanus anti- 
toxin to a critically sick patient; 
the expeditions by plane, train and 
dog sled to deliver diphtheria 
counter agents to a stricken com- 
munity. 
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UT an equally effective if less 
B aramatic plea for speed in an 

emergency is conveyed by the 
never-ending stream of Red Cross 
trucks that call in rapid succession 
at the Pearl River plant to deliver 
blood for processing and return to 
stations with the precious plasma 
that will be shipped to foreign bat- 
tlefields where American soldiers 
may be called to life with its trans- 
fusion. The trucks with tire-treads 
grinding over the smooth roads 
about the laboratory buildings, 
seem to give off the sound: hurry, 
hurry, hurry. 


Lederle is not the only laboratory 
producing serums, sulfas, anti-tox- 
ins and other effective agents of 
healing and prevention, but it is 
the largest in the United States 
and therefore, all modesty aside, in 
the world. It is difficult to esti- 
mate its capacity, but suffice it to 
say that since Pearl Harbor it has 
quadrupled it or more where indi- 
cated, and many of the indicated 
places are a military secret. Armed 
guards surround the plant to pre- 
vent any attempt at sabotage 
which might halt the flow of life 
preserving chemicals; all visitors 
are barred from the plasma labor- 
atory, now under strict Army sutu- 
pervision. For his own safety, no 
visitor is permitted in the lab

where typhus vaccine {is manufac- 
tured, a regulation meeting with 
few objections. 


The rest of the plant is virtually 
an open book, but one that needs 
considerable translation before it 
may be understood. To the lay- 
man, one laboratory looks much 
like another with its row upon row 
of test tubes, glass pipes, Bunsen 
burners and white jacketed work- 
ers. It was distracting to see in one, 
however, several cages of seem- 
ingly quite contented rabbits which, 
aided by human experimenters, 
were testing a new serum to dis- 
solve blood clots, causative of 
thrombosis. They appeared inter- 
ested in the work, but less con- 
cerned for their own welfare than 
were the scientists anxiously ob- 
serving them, 


In another building, attention 
also was attracted by the sight of 
a very comely young woman 
(blonde) in white laboratory apron, 
who on second look was found in- 
tent on pressing a hypodermic 
needle into the skin of a wriggling 
white mouse which she held firmly, 
stomach-side up, in one hand while 
she. wielded the needle with the 
other. After overcoming a desire 
to scream, the visitor was assured 
(a) that she would not let the 
mouse escape and (b) she was 
testing a batch of serum which, if 
it killed the mouse would be dis- 
carded because it might conceiv- 
ably kill the patient, too. Lederle 
uses up about a half-million white 
mice annually in order to protect 
customers from a lethal dose, 


The medical menagerie includes 
an amazing number of white rats 
in immaculate cages and with an 
attendant charged specifically with 
their personal care. They soon 
learn to draw water from the end 
of a slow-dropping glass tube fas- 
tened to their cages and appear 
very happy in their environment 
which will continue until they, like 
their little white brothers, will be 
used for test purposes. These rats 
seemingly did not object to visitors 
but the feeling was not mutual and 
the tour rapidly was continued to 
the guinea-pig pen. It had a more 
home-like atmosphere. There are 
about 10,000 guinea pigs engaged 
annually in the war effort at 
Lederle, it was said. 


The big heroes of the serum 
service are found in the stable, 
however. Virtually all serums, 
toxin-anti-toxins or simply anti- 
toxins, are produced by horses. 
Two notable exceptions are small- 
pox vaccine which as heretofore 
stated is obtained from calves and 
pneumonia serums obtained from 
rabbits. The remainder, almost 


without exception, come from that 
noble animal, the horse, which 
now costs the Lederle laboratory 
about $75 on the hoof without as- 
surance that the four-footed friend 
can dish it out. 


One veteran horse called 
“Jumbo” because he was s0-named 
by feature story writers, has 
served for many years and gained 
3800 pounds in weight; most of the 
horses thrive on the easy life of 
feeding and resting on skillful care 
while supplying much needed ser- 
ums for the saving of human life. 
Jumbo has produced several hun- 
dred gallons of blood from which 
gas gangrene anti-toxin was man- 
ufactured. He appears to suffer 
from nothing more serious than 
the equine equivalent of fallen 
arches. 
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HE simple process is to inocu- 
T rate the horse with a needleful 

of the disease for which a vac- 
cine is to be prepared. Horses were 
selected for the task as the blood 
reacts similiarly to that of a hu- 
man being; also because of the vol- 
ume available when a apply is 
needed, and last but not least be- 
cause they are tractable animals. 


- At indicated moments after in- 
oculation, when reaction to com- 
bat the injected bacteria is taking 
place, tests are made by drawing 
a little blood from the horse and 
shooting the serbert, Herbert, to 
one of those nasty little white 
mice or rats. If it doesn’t agree 
with them, all’s well with the ex- 
periment and the horse becomes a 
blood donor with the prospect of 
a two-week vacation with one end 
in an oat-bag and the other on 
fresh well-ventilated straw. Hos- 
pital charts showing the horse's 
condition, temperature and dispo- 
sition are kept on each immacu- 
late stall, The rest of the time is 
its own, 


No such surcease is available, 
however, to the human beings em- 
ployed in the laboratories. Bright 
lights in the experimental build- 
ings glow throughout the night. 
Hollow-eyed chemists beetle brows 
over formulas and test tubes. Ma- 
chinery whirrs—turning out vita- 
min-filled capsules, health-giving 
and infection preventing ampules 
with accurate mass production 
speed. 


One huge cold room has a capac- 
ity for from 12 to 18,000 pounds of 
frozen liver. When needed, 200- 
pound slabs are trucked to an ad- 
jacent room where they are 
chopped into chunks by white-over- 
alled workmen wielding fire axes. 
The chunks are deposited in an im- 
mense grinder and the processing

of concentrated liver extract—a 
specific development of the Lederle 
company—begins. When the com- 
plicated process is. ended, the 
means of life have been created 
for thousands of sufferers from 
pernicious anemia, who may derive 
the same benefit from one innocu- 
lation that previously compelled 
them to eat three-quarters of a 
pound of raw liver each day, a 
regimen which few could -tolerate. 


Various types of sulfa drug tab- 
lets pour off machines in floods 
into barrels, later to be bottled 
and placed in the hands of experts 
in the armed forces or in civilian 
life. Powdered sulfa antiseptics, 
invaluable to the surgeon on bat- 
tlefield or in_ sterile operating 
room, are prepared for shipment in 
sealed sterile packages. All the 
vitamin compounds and complexes 
are present and ready for roll call. 


In the laboratories new, unspok- 
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en thoughts are taking form in 
test tubes; a chemist lifts sleepy 
eyes over a formula, extending the 
complicated equation across the en- 
tire page; four calves shuffle to- 
ward the smallpox lab; a monkey 
chatters as it is drawn into con- 
ference on meningitis; a horse 
neighs, and countless soldiers will 
be saved from tetanus by the al- 
chemy of its blood; a white mouse 
squeaks and dies, and thousands of 
human sufferers will recover and 
live in the echo of the sound; a 
guinea pig sleeps and an active 
agent against encephalitis is de- 
veloped, 


“You see,” said the officer of 
Lederle who had served as guide.

UT of idle curiosity, I went by 

my pet wallpaper store the oth- 

er day. I had no intention of 
doing any wallpapering myself, 
but I was curious to see what 
changes had been wrought in this 
field by the necessities of the war 
effort. You know, it is such things 
as wars or, in the past, changes of 
rulers, that have a great effect on 
fashions in decorating. Undoubt- 
edly this period will become known 
as the great “do without” period 
in decoration. 

Anyway, 1 was curious to see how 
the wallpaper situation had been 
effected. And it had. In the first 
place, I was told that the Govern- 
ment had allotted about 50 per 
cent of the raw materials, such as 
paper, dies and such, that were 
used in the preceding year. This 
in itself will have many effects on 
the using of wallpapers in our 
home. In the first place, the man- 
ufacturers, being limited in the 
amount of paper they can produce, 
will naturally eliminate many of 
the cheaper papers and concentrate 
on the better grades. Now, how 
will this affect decoration?

Well, in the first place, if peo- 


pends a great deal on how long 
the war lasts and on how soon 
the manufacturers can resume 
their normal production of pa- 
per.) But in many ways this 
should have a salutary effect. 
People will become more de- 
manding, when they feel that 
they may have to live with paper 
for a long time, and better de- 
signs should be the result. Then, 
too, they will undoubtedly de- 
mand more practical papers— 
papers that will not soil so easily 
and this, on the other hand, is 
likely to make decorating more 
sober and not quite as exciting 
and stimulating as it has been 
in the past.

@ ANOTHER EFFECT that more 
expensive papers are apt to have 
on fashions in decorating, is that 
of using less paper more effective- 
ly. This will carry on a trend that 
started before the war, of combin- 
ing patterned papers with plain 
wall surfaces. If you fall in love 
with a paper and find that it is 
much too costly for your budget, 
instead of giving it up, you will 
use it on one wall and paint the 
other three in a blending tone. 
And probably find that it is more 
attractive, used in this way, than 
if you had plastered all the walls 
with it. Our forebears learned this 
when they frequently papered the 
fireplace wall and painted the oth- 
ers, or reversed the process. 
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A striking example of this use 
of wallpaper may be seen in the 
recently opened Campbell house, 
fin one of the bedrooms, where 
strips of gaily patterned wallpaper 
have been used at widely spaced 
intervals on a white wall. The 
effect is of a highly patterned 
wall, and yet actually, very lit- 
tle of the wallpaper has been 
used. Another trend which may 
result, is the using of dados 
much more frequently and I, for 
one, will cheer for this. Dados, 
with painted wall below and pat- 
terned paper above will not only 
save on the amount of paper 
used, but will also give archi- 


@ AND NOW a word about the 
papers themselves. The most strik- 
ing fact is the general lightening 
of tone throughout the designs. 
This is particularly noticeable in 
backgrounds, with dark or vivid 
ones being practically eliminated 
from the picture due to restric- 
tions on pigments. The manufac- 
turers seem to prefer to save the 
dies they have to create a few 
striking color patterns. White 
seems far and away the most pop- 
ular background with soft pastels 
next in popularity. 

As to pattern, the general rule 
seems to be the bigger and bolder 
the better. The reason for this, I 
believe, is that they give the ef- 
fect of vivid design while actually 
using less color than usual. Large 
floral patterns, spotted at inter- 
vals on a plain ground, successfully 
take the place of more all-over pat- 
terns that réquired much color 
work. And though, on the whole, 
these patterns are in pastel tones, 
they are touched up so adroitly 
with dashes of vivid color that 
their general] effect is as gay and 
colorful as any one might wish. 

Floral patterns, as I have said, 
geem to lead in popularity -but 
there are many other types to 
choose from. There are a number 
of patriotic themes, particularly 
“suited to children’s rooms or stud- 
fes. Chinese motifs are more pop- 
ular than they have ever been and 
many of them are indeed lovely 
and so suited to the eighteenth 
century furniture that is so much 
used. There are, too, a lot of 
provincial designs, suited to coun- 
try houses or informal rooms done 
in the early American period, And 
it seems to me that there are more 
fruit patterns than I have éver 
geen before. 

And now the question—is it pa- 
triotic to redecorate? That, of 
course, each must decide for him- 
self. Certainly not, I think, unless 
it is badly needed. But interior 
changes are permitted without pri- 
ority ratings and each must use 
his own best judgment.

Morris, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Texas, is at present a 
teacher at the Juilliard School of 
Music, New York. He has written 
a symphony, a piano concerto and 
numerous other compositions for 
orchestra, violin and piano, His 
music is characterized by fine 
technical construction, Among the 
conductors who have encouraged 
his work is Serge Koussevitsky of 
the Boston Symphony, 


The Milhaud opus was intro- 
duced locally by Golschmann at 
concerts in March, 1935. Golsch- 
mann also gave the work its first 
world hearing in Paris, in 1921. 
The suite consists of an overture 
and 12 short pieces, and describes 
the composer’s musical experiences 
in Brazil during 1917 and 1918, 
when he was an attache of the 
French Legation there. Suggested 
in the work are dance rhythms for 
which the South American country 
is famous. The names given the 
different dances were derived from 
the particular district of Rio de 
Janeiro with which Milhaud was 
closely associated,

The death by rabies of 31 dogs 
in October, 45 in November and 31 
in December was more than three 
times the normal expectancy, he 
asserted.

He stressed the necessity of ob- 
taining the proper treatment for 
dog bites, declaring that 10 to 15 
per cent of all persons bitten will 
develop hydrophobia unless im- 
munized.

And the fall of 
Rostov was followed in two days by recapture 
of Kharkov, major Nazi bastion in the Ukraine, 
German-held for 15 months. Rostov is a town 
which Hitler would have held if he could. 
Early reports of the fall of the city, con- 
sidered one of the most strongly held positions 
in the German battle line, indicated that most 
of its garrison evacuated the place, leaving 
only a rear guard to be annihilated by 
Colonel-General Rodion Y. Malinovsky's storm- 
ing army. Rostov, a city of 500,000 in peace- 
time, has changed hands four times in the war. 
The Germans took it in November, 1941, were 
driven out a week later by Russian troops and 
civilians.

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Plan for Raising Sunken Merchant 


How giant steel grappling tongs, let down from 
a large pontoon platform, would grip a ship 
resting on the ocean floor, according to a plan 


service Allied 


proposed by Lieutenant Harry -E. Rieseberg, 
salvage expert, for raising and restoring to 
vessels sunk by U-boats. 


/HILE the United States. 
\W/ Navy is doing its ut- 


most to destroy U- 
boats and protect convoys from 
them, and American shipyards 
are trying to turn out as many 
new cargo ships as possible, 
an additional way of dealing 
with the United Nations’ heavy 
shipping losses—perhaps the 
most difficult Allied war prob- 
lem—has been suggested by 
Lieutenant Harry E. Rieseberg, United States Naval 
Reserve, of Hollywood, California, deep-sea diver 
and salvage expert. Rieseberg, author of “I Dive 
for Treasure,” published last year, proposes that 
ships sunk by German submarines be raised, re- 
paired and restored to service. And he thinks he 
knows how the job of bringing them to the surface 
from the ocean floor—from depths as great as 3000 
feet—can be done. He has planned and recently

patented a huge pontoon device, a sort of floating 
dry dock, fitted with special grappling and lifting 
equipment. The floating platform would be 520 feet 
long and 210 feet wide and have a depth of 80 feet 
from the running deck to the bottom of the pontoon. 
From the central well, 16 gigantic steel grapplers, 
manipulated from a _ three-foot-thick steel shaft, 
would be let down to grip the wreck; the row of 
tongs would go down wide open, then close on the 
ship, and their hold would tighten as the weight on 
them increased. Thirty powerful hoisting machines 
would raise the sunken ship. A vessel not more 
than 400 feet long would be brought up in the well; 
for longer ships, the rear end of the dock could be 
opened to provide room. Operations on the ocean 
floor would be directed by a diver in a metal diving 
robot. Rieseberg estimates that a ship could be 
raised from a depth of from 2500 to 3000 feet in 
about 12 hours. Rieseberg estirnates also that the 
cost of one of the salvage devices would be about 
the same as that of a. large freighter. 


The pontoon or floating dry dock would be 520 feet 
long and 210 feet wide, as conceived by Rieseberg.
